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THE TROUBLE IN WYOMING

AN ATTEMPT TO RID THE STATE 
OF CATTLE THIEVES 


THE SECRETARY OF WAR HAS DIRECT- 
ED THAT TROOPS BE SENT TO AID 
THE GOVERNOR—MORE FIGHTING 
Is EXPECTED. 


GILLETT, Wyoming, April 13.—An invading 
squad of not more than fifty well-mounted and 
armed men left Listdale’s Ranch, Johnson 
County, Wyoming, late Friday night for Nolans, 
fourteen miles away, to kill such rustlers as 
might be found at that place. The party 
hia in the willows along the creek to 
wait for daybreak. The first man to 
come from the cabin was one of two 
trappers, after water. He was held up, and a 
companfon who followed to learn the cause of 
the delay was also made a prisotier. 

It is learned from these men that Nate Cham- 
pion and Jack Ray, notorious freebooters, were 
inthe house. Champion appeared at the door 
and was fired upon. He fell, wounded, but 
crawled back. 

During all of Saturday an effort was made 
to dislodge these men. Instead of sur- 
rendering they made a most desperate 
fight, having their shooters and Win- 
chesters and plenty -of cartridges. The 
pursuing party kept out of range and none 
was hurt. A constant fusillade rattled on the 
sides of the cabin. In the midst of the 
shooting Jack Flagg, a daring member of 
the head council of the rustlers, rode up to 
call on his friends, and with a knowledge of the 
trouble he took in the situation at a glance, and 
fied. He galloped off in a shower of 200 bullets. 

After this he studied the scene for several 
minutes from a safe place among the rocks. 
Then he rode away to send the alarm and he 
sent first news. 

For a distance of 100 miles every rustler and 
sympathizer was notified of trouble within 
twenty-four hours. When Flagg escaped 
short work was made of Coampion and Roy. 
A wagon loaded with hay was used to fire 
the cabin. Champion came. out, and 
made for a gulch A shot disabled his 
right arm, and the gun fell to the 
ground. He reached for his six shooter 
with his left, and an expert rifleman sent a 
bullet into the left shoulder. As Champion 
staggered back, he was half filled with lead. 

The Coroner hasn’t had time to get the body 
and coyotes have eaten nearly allof it. Cham- 
pion made a great fight for his life. Roy did 
not come trom the burning cabin. He 
was certainly wounded, and proba- 
bly killed, by bullets. Of his corpse 
there is left. but the skull and _ part 
of the shoulders. He was a hard case. Satur- 
day night the invaders camped at Nolan's. 
Early in the morning, somewhat harassed by 
arrived rustlers, a move was made to a Western 
Union ranch, where a hundred horses had been 
led up for use. The animals were gone. 

Continuing fighting while moving, the party 
reached the Dr. Harris, or Ford ranch, called the 
“EK,” late in the afternoon to bivouac. Inthe 
forenoon they were completely surrounded by 
the enemy, and great was the consternation to 
discover that the three wagons, with food, 
grain, ammunition, and beds, had been secured 
This was a body blow. : 

Since early Monday morning the campaign 
has simply been a siege. Sheriff Angus ap- 
pointed about 200 deputies, providing ail 
the rustlers with stars. He could do 
nothing with them, and claimed he was 
unable to command them. There waa only 
@ littie’shooting on Monday, Yesterday ad- 
vances were made to witbin a few hundred vards 
of the building by shoving bits of hay forward. 
It was planned to thus fire the buildings, but 
for some reason this project was abandoned. 

During yesterday and to-day they have heen. 
shooting as occasion offered. A party of twenty 
tried to leave the ranch and was driven back. 
The loss is three to five. 

There are fifty men and Fort’s family. 
Twenty of these men are from Texas,- 
New-Mexico, Indian Territory, and Idaho, com 
manded by Capt. Tom, a daredevil. Thirty 
men are volunteer citizens of this State, and 
many are prominent in business, politics, and 
socially. They fear that capture means torture 
and will not surrender. 

The tighting rustlers do not number thirty, 
but, with the upper hand, they get recruits 
hourly. Thieves have come outfrom Converse, 
Weston, and Nation Counties. The rustlers, if 
left to themselves, would drive every hoof from 
the State. 

There is likely to be much bloodshed yet. Two 
or three companies of cavalry from Fort Mc- 
Kinney could stop the remarkable battle in an 
hour. 

WASHINGTON, April 13.—The President re- 
ceived a telegram last night from the Acting 
Governor of Wyoming, in which he said: 

“ About sixty-one owners of live stock are reported 
to have made an armed expedition into Johnson 
County for the purpose of protecting their live stock 
and preventing unlawful round-ups by rustlers. 
They are at‘T. A.’ Ranch, thirteen miles from Fort 
Mckinney, and are besieged by Sheritf and posse and 
by rastiers from that section of the country, said to 
be two or three hundred in number. The wagons of 
stockmen were captured and taken away from them, 
and it 1s reported a battle took place yesterday, @ur- 
ine which a pnumber of men were killed. Great ex- 
citement prevails. Both parties are very determined, 
and it is feared that if successful will show no mercy 
to the persons captured. The civil authorities are 
anable to prevent violence. The situation is serious, 
and immediate assistance will probably prevent 
great loss of life.” 

The President informed the Secretary of War 
that the above statement, in his opinion, made 
“a case under Section 4 of Article IV. of the 
Constitution that justifies the use of the army 
of the United States to protect the State of 
Wyoming against domestic violence,” and 
directed him to take immediate steps to senda 
sufticient force to the scene of the trouble and 
to co-operate with the Governor in restoring 
order. 

Gen. Schofield ordered troops at Fort McKin- 
ney to the scene at once. There are at that post 
three companies of the Eighth Infantry and 
three troops of the Sixth Cavalry. 

A telegram was received at the War Depart- 
ment this afternoon from Brig. Gen. Brooks, at 
Omaha, Neb., transmitting :the following tele- 
gram from Col. J. J. Van Horn, Eighth Infantry, 
at Fort McKinney, Wyoming: 

“Your telegram of this date, referring to the Pres- 


ident’s order to furnish a sufiicient force to co-- 


operate with the Governor in suppressing disorder, 
just received, {12:50 A. M.] Three troops of cav- 
alry are now prepaping to move and will start for 
the ‘T. A’ Ranch, the scene of the disturbance, in 
abouttwo hours. It appears that a body of about 
fifty armed men, known as regulators and supposed 
to be in the employ of large cattle owners, left the 
vicinity of Casper about the 6th inst. and proceeded 
to a point on the north fork of Powder River sixty 
miles from the post known as the ‘kK. ©.’ Ranch, 
where they killed two men and burned the ranch. 
This on the 9th inst. 

“This body of men is now at the ‘T. A.’ Ranch, 
about sixteen miles from the poston the north fork 
of Crazy Woman, where they are strongly en- 
trenched and defending themselves against the 
Sheriff's posse, who has them surrounded. The 
Wagons Owned by the regulators have been captured 
by the Sheriff's posse. They contained supplies of 
ammunition, dynamite, oe pao baggage. One 
of the teamsters has —ae the names of the regu- 
lators. He —~ the expedition is otticered by ene 
Wolcott, Frank Canton, and Fred Hesse. The entire 
country is aroused by the killing at‘ K. C.’ Ranch, 
and some of the best citizens are in the posse. Re- 

orts have been forwarded by mail on the 11th and 

2th inst., giving full particulars. I shall accompany 
the troops.” 


SWINDLED BY GREEN-GOODS MEN. 

MONTREAL, April 13.—A strange story comes 
from the Parish of St. Martin, Laval County. 
Several well-to-do farmers were foolish enough 
toreply to offers from New-York to deliver 
green goods to a large amount, and five or six 
of them are represented as having gone to New- 
York with hard-earned cash. Inevery case the 
bearer was tuken to an out-of-the-way place 
and robbed. It is alleged that no less than 
$2,000 was in this way squandered by these 
people. One man mortgaged his little farm and 
lost $500,

wagon pole. Both boys fell to the ground and 
were run over.

YOUNGS COWARDLY ACCUSERS. 


A PLAN TO EXPOSE THEIR METHODS 
TO THE VIEW OF THE PUBLIC. 

WASHINGTON, April 13.—As “the honorable, 
the Senate,” has refused justice to ite chief Ex- 
ecutive Clerk by dismissing him, instead of 
complying with his very reasonable and polite 
request to be investigated, the investigation 
that the case calls for will be made in another 
Way. 

Mr. James R. Young is carried on the list of 
members of the press entitled, under the rules 
of both houses, to the privileges of the press 
galleries. He secured that place as the 
representative of the Philadelphia Hvening 
Star by filing an application, support- 
ed by a statement required to be 
made by all applicants for the privilege, 
in which he declared that he would be governed 
by the rules of the two houses; that he was not 
interested in legislation,and was not otherwise 
disqualified. When the Committee of Corre- 
spondents accepted Mr. Young it assumed, or 
ascertained by inquiry, that he was a reputable 
man, and that bis word was good. 

The action of the Senate in dismissing him 
from employment upon charges not made pub- 
lic, but assumed to be so grave as to entitle him 
to an extraordinary penaity, has come to the 
notice of the Press Committee of the gallery. If 
Mr. Young is unworthy to be an employe of the 
Senate because he cannot keep faith, he is not 
tit to be an associate of the correspondents of 
the gallery. If the Press Committee of the gal- 
lery allows the fact of his dismissal to go un- 
noticed, it may be imagined by the Senators 
that he is believed to be as guilty as they have 
tried to make the public believe. 

There is a simple way to dispose of all chance 
of misunderstanding on this score. The Press 
Committee wiil to-morrow be asked to under- 
take the investigation of Mr. Young. The extent 
and course of the inquiry will be determined by 
the committee after 1t has decided to begin. It 
may be assumed by the committee that Mr. 
Young was dismissed because he gave up the 
news of executive sessions. In order to ascer- 
tain how much truth there was in that charge, 
it may be desirable to call every man on the 
press list, to ask him whether he ever asked for, 
or received without asking for it, information 
about executive sessions from Mr Young. 

As all of the correspondents have at one time 
or another obtained such information, the wit- 
nesses may be asked how they obtained execu- 
tive session news and from whom. If they are 
willing to bame the men from whom they ob- 
tained the information, and under what circuin- 
stances, there should pe no reason for refrain- 
ing which they will not be willing to give on the 
investigation. E 

As the gbarges against Mr. Young, upon which 
it is understood he was dismissed, were said to 
have been made on account of reports of recent 
sessions of the Senate, it may be found conven- 
jient to ascertain just how and from whom the 
reports for which Mr. Young was punished were 
obtained. This may enable the Senate to see a 
way to do tardy justice to Mr. Young and to re- 
lieve itself of a share of the lasting disgrace it 
has sutfered through the hectoring and whining 
of “ Bub ” Hale and Sherman. 

Owing to the fact that the roll was called 
twice in the secret session which the Senate 
held Monday to complete its cowardly work of 
dismissing Executive Clerk Young without giv- 
ing him an opportunity to face his accusers, 
and tothe fact that Senate reports jconfused 
these two roll calls,a few errors crept into 
the list of Senatora reported this morn- 
ing in Tar Times. Many of the “ honorable” 
Senators were extremely desirous of keeping 
secret their attitude toward Mr. Young, beeause 
they know that, if the roll call was made public, 
they would be censurable by every person who 
believes in fair play. It is not surprising, there- 
fore, that the totals of the tabulated vote pub- 
lished this morning were given as 30 against 
Young and 21 tor him, when they should have 
been 29 and 20 respectively. 

To-day it is ascertained that four Senators, 
whose names did not appear in bad company 
this morning, should have been recorded as vot- 
ing with * Bub” Hale and his crowd against 
Yonng. Senators Dubois, (Rep., Idabo,) Palmer, 
(Dem., IJL,) Pettigrew, (Rep., 8. D.,) and San- 
ders (Rep., Mon.) are the mon. Senators Ald- 
rich, (Rep., R. L,) Casey, (Rep., N. D.,) Coke, 
(Dem., Texas,) and Stockbridge (Rep., Mich.,) 
were either absent or were not recorded in the 
motion to dismiss. Senator Platt (Rep., Conn.,) 
is credited to-day with having voted for Mr. 
Young, and not among his detractors.

FINLAND PUNISHMENT OF A WOMAN 
WHO KILLED HER HUSBAND. 


ST. PETERSBURG, April 13.—Anna Sainio, wife 
of a professor at the State College at Tavas- 
tehuus, Finland, who was charged with having 
murdered her husband, has been found guilty. 
The court sentenced her to be beheaded and 
ordered that her body be afterward burned. 

The condemned woman is only twenty-two 
years old. She was married to Prof. Sainio in 
1890, and has one child. She appeared to live 
happily with her husband. The police found; 
however, that she had been engaged in ques- 
tionable money transactions, had forged her 
husband’s name, and was carrying on an in- 
trigue with a student in the college.

EARL OF HARDWICKE’S HEIR IN DAN- 
GER OF GOING TO JAIL. 


Lonpon, April 13.—In the Lord Mayov’s 
Court to-day, before Assistant Judge Rox- 
burghe, a tradesman sought to recover from 
Viscount Royston, eldest son and heir of the 
Earl of Hardwicke, a sum of money which has 
been owing to him fora long time. The solic- 
itor for the plaintiff said he had left the sum- 
mons in the case with the Viscount’s valet. 

Judge Roxburghe said thata man who could 
afford to keep a valet could afford to pay his 
debts. He issued an order that unless Viscount 
Royston pays the sum of £17 within seven days 
he be committed to jail for twenty days.

Admiral Wandenkolk, who was formerly Min- 
ister of Marine, has disappeared, and there is 
much mystery concerning his disappearance. 
It is alleged in some quarters that he was con- 
cerned in the deposition of Gen. Alvin, who was 
recently forced to resign the Presidency of 
Minas Geraes.

LonbDon, April 13.—Twelve specimen sheep 
from Busbire, the principal entrepot of Persia 
on the Persian Gulf, have arrived here. 

They are consigned to the Agricultural De- 
partment at Washington, D. C., by Mr. Truxton 
Beale, the American Consul General at Teheran. 





FOR BREACH OF ARMY RULES. 
Lockport, N. Y., April 13.—Quartermaster 
Sergt. Slezinger, stationed at Fort Niagara, who 
was arrested this week,is the Slezinger who 
had charge of the distribution of a large amount 
of work and negotiated with the teamsters at 


Fort Niagara, agreeing to pay them $3.50 a day 
for their services, provided they would repay 
him by a liberal rebate for his preference in 
their favor. Some of the teamsters fell in with 
the scheme, while others rejected it indignantly. 
However, Slezinger operated his deal with suc- 
cess until this week, when sowe one entered a 
complaintto United States Commissioner Pound, 
who immediately issued a warrant for hig ar- 
rest. United States Deputy Marshal Frank 
Weaver arrested slezinger and brought him to 
this city, whe ’e his case had a hearipg. Post 
Quartermaster Lieut. E, L. Loveridge was pres- 
ent in beaalf of the prisoner, and several wit- 
nesses were in attendance. Slezinger is now 
out on bail. 


EX-COUNOILMAN WHITE PARDONED. 
Boston, April 13.—Ex-Councliman F. L 
White's petition in the Executive Council for 
pardon was acted on favorably to-day. White 


was sentenced to seven years in the State 
prison for forgery in 1889. Previous to his go- 
ing to State prison he had been confined two 
ears and eight months in jail. He is broken 
town in health and spirits. 
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THE NEW LAND OF PROMISE 


WAITING CAMP OUTSIDE 
THE ARAPAHOE LANDS, 


THE 


FIRST MURDER REPORTED FROM KING- 
FISHER—HOW THE GAMBLERS WORK 
—DEGRADATION OF EDUCATED IN- 
DIANS—A LARGE ARKANSAS FAMILY. 


Et RexNo, Oklahoma, April 13.—The murder 
of a soldier in a Kingfisher gambling den result- 
ed in closing all the games in that city and the 
increase of that industry in this place and in 
Mines. The latter is essentially an all-night 
town. It is within the yet Indian Territory, 
and presumably under control of Assistant 
United States Marshals and their Indian police. 

While the law is very strict regarding the sale 
of liquors within the Territory, there appears 
to be an understanding between the Indian po- 
lice and the saloons that is satisfactory to each. 
During the daytime the townis quiet, having 
that peculiarly-drowsy appearance so common 
to a Vermont village of the same size. Before 
dark the train from El Reno arrives, and with 
it some three dozen gamblers and their 
strikers, and an awakening is at once observa- 


ble. By dark the quiet village has been trans- 
formed into an’ active, bustling city. All kinds 
of games are opened up. The doleful sound of 
ancient fiddles and banjos comes from a dozen or 
more ganuibling houses and saloons. 

The streets are filled with the male portion of 
the prospective settlers, who come in from their 
camp near by, and the noisy cry of the “ hust- 
lers”’ is heard in front of each den, calling out 
the games to be found within, and inviting peo- 
ple to ‘come and try your fortunes.” The bars 
are with the gaming tables, and it would be dif- 
ticult to tell at which are gathered the largest 
crowds. Thisis kept up until after daybreak, 
when the gamblers depart for the north, and 
the dirty places are left silent in their repul- 
siveness. 

This will go on until the signal on the 19th 
sends all these people over the 4,000,000 acres 
of land opened for settlement and the six new 
towns receive their share or the turbulent and 
lawless classes, whose sole object in life seems 
to be to gather in the money of tenderfeet in 
order that they may spend it again. 

It is known that there is a movement on foot 
in Washington looking to Statehood for Indian 
Territory. Each Indian, grown or  in- 
fant, receives 160 acres, which he can- 
not dispose of for twenty-five years, 
and upon which he pays no _ taxes. 
This withdraws from taxes over 3,000,000 acres 
of the most productive lands in Indian Terri- 
tory. The bill now before Congress, written by 
Horace Speed, United States Attorney for this 
district, introduced by Senator Dawes, and now 
receiving the indorsement of the Chairman of 
the House Committee on Indian Affairs, pro- 
vides for the partition of lands in all the tribes, 
both civilized and savage, upon their proving 
that they can read and write and expressing 
their desire to become citizens of the United 
States. a 

_When there are fifty applications for such par- 
tition in any one tribe the Judge can suspend 
the partition upon application of the chief of 
council, they expressing a desire for a general 
partition of land andadivision of property. The 
object of this move istwofold. First. itis de- 
signed to protect the young men and women 
who are educated at the Government’s expenses 
and prevent the savage chiefs from compelling 
them to resume their blankets; As it now is, 
the young men are compelled to act as servitors 
to dirty savages who have power, while the 
young women are given as squaws to blanket 
indians and are traded off as 80 many cattle. 

Secont, such citizenship would give individual 
ownership of lands, and, being citizens, these 
lands could be either tilled or held, and before 
five years there would not exist a tribe as a 
tribe in the United States. Statehood would 
soon follow. 

An illustration of the present head-right 
system is seen right here. Whirlwind, an old 
chief now in the city, is living with his fifth 
squaw, having put aside the other four. Under 
his head right he holds 4,000 acres of land 
worth $25 an acre, while the four discarded 
squaws and their children are living in abject 

overty on the reservation. He is a blanket 

ndian, and yet he has five attendants, dressed 
in blankets and clouts like himself. Two are 
graduates of Chillocco Haskill Indian School, 
sullen and dirty, but compelled to rude servitude 
or take the fate of ostracism—a fate which this 
Government kindly sent them to after educat- 
ing them. _ 

Another case is that of a young woman with 
whom THE TIMES’s correspondent talked only 
yesterday. She had been taken when seven 
years old and sent to school until eighteen, 
when she was returned, only to find her father 
dead and her mother missing. She looked old, 
haggard, dirty, and sullen. She was married to 
a@ squaw man, as the whites are called who have 
Indian wives. She finally gave vent to her 
feelings and said: 

“T was sent to school and associated with 
people I liked until I was eighteen. I liked my 
uice room and my nice clothes. I liked my 
school and learned to sing and play. Then [ 
was sent back here. I had no relatives, and 
the chief made me put on askirt and sack like 
this, and a blanket, and told mel must take up 
with a dirty savage like himself. I could not do 
that, but took up with that clod,” pointing to 
her husband. 

The Indian has nochance. The Government 
should not educate them to send them back like 
this. Now that the daté of opening is definitely 
settled, every incomingtrain on the Rock Island 
and Santa Fé Railways bringing in hun- 
dreds to take the places of those who outfit and 
depart for favorite places on the border. The 
excitement increases as the crowd increases, 
and already much uneasiness is manifested be- 
cause of the great number preparing for the 
run. Many of them, however, are after town 
lots and are speculators. 

bay ray A a dismal, cold rain from the north 
setin, butit did not seem to chill the ardor of 
the would-be colonists who are encamped from 
Hennessy on the north to Minco on the south. 
They do notso much ask for good weather as 
they do for the opening. 

Down near Minco ure encamped 2,000 peo- 
ple. They have selected that part of the Terri- 
tory from which tomake the run. They will go 
into a land whose waters are all gypsum and 
alkali, and will there lay the foundations for 
disease as Well as for new homes. The country 
is fair to look at, but, like so much of the arid 
lands of the West, its looks are deceptive. In 
one of the sheltered nooks near Minco 
was found a little colony of Arkan- 
sans who are awaiting the time when 
they can move. Among them is an 
old man, Isaac Murray, who is accompanied b 
his wife and nineteen children. When a call 
was made at hiscamp he came out, and while 
yet engaged in conversation fourteen of his 
boys and girls came and surrounded him. In- 
quiry as to the number brought out three more, 
two; a boy and a girl, being shown in the dis-, 
tance herding stock. Murray has but few 
earthly possessions besides his family. He came 
from De Witt, Ark., traveling all the way 
overland with three teams. His eldest is 
twenty-three years old. while his youngest boy 
is two years of age. The mother appeared hale 
and hearty, and pleased with the prospect of a 
new home all their own. Her only regret was 
that none of her boys was old enough to take 
claims, thus giving them more land. In answer 
to a query the mother said: 

* All the children are alive, and not one of 
them has ever been sick an hour, while neither 
myself nor my old man have ever needed a doc- 
tor for disease of any kind.” 

This family will settle in County H, having 
already selected the particular site. The head 
of the family will make the run when the event- 
ful moment arrives. P 

The negroes seem to prefer the more northern 
counties, which all have the best water and 
equally as good soil. They have two large col- 
onies near Dover and Kingfisher awaiting a for- 
ward movement. At those places there are 
about 1,500 of this race, while in smaller col- 
onies there are many more, and still they are 
coming. : 

There was some consternation along the east- 
ern border of the Cheyenne and Arapahos lands 
yesterday when it was discovered that Texans 
were making preparations fora move across 
the southern and western borders. There had 
been a hasty bréuking of or while many 
men Were taking advantage of the absence of 
the troops. They have two purposes in view— 
one to mp te the land, the other to reach the 
western boupda for the run if necessary. 
Quite a number of companies have been formed, 
numbering usually about twenty men, which 
will make tbe race together. They propose 
claiming quarter sections together, and will be 
witnesses for each other. If poccnpee A they 
will go into the land olficc and make affidavits 
to drive out any one who may be «head of them. 
Thay wear distinctive badges, and are very un- 
communicative. They have already selected 
their lands, and are prepared both for the run 
and for the courts. 

There will be ascramble for worthless town 
lots. In the six counties there will be but two 
fairly good towns, and even they will be injured 
by a scheme now on foot to make a new city 
four miles north of El Keno, which will entirely 
wipe out the latter.

GORMAN MEN WERE THERE. 


A ROUSING CLEVELAND MEETING AT 
BALTIMORE. 


BALTIMORE, April 13.—The mass meeting, 
held to-night in Ford’s Grand Opera House 
under the auspices of the Tariff Reform Asso- 
ciation of Maryland and in the interest of 
Grover Cleveland for President of the United 
States, was a pronounced suecess, as 
well in numbers as in the representa- 
tive character of many present. When the 
call was issued for this mass meeting, 
no declaration had been made on the part of the 
organized Democracy of the State that Grover 
Cleveland was its first choice for President; but 
the action on Friday night lastof the Calumet 
Club, the representative Democratic association 
of Maryland, in proclaiming its preference for 
Cleveland, on the motion of I. Freeman Raisin, the 
recognized chief lieutenant inf this State of 
United States Senator Gorman, seconded by 
Congressman Harry Welles Rusk, placed the 


Democracy of Maryland unequivocally in the 
Cleveland line, and made it plain that 
Senator Gorman would not be any bar 
to harmonious and united action in the National 
convention at Chicago, should a majority of the 
delegates desire the nomination of Mr. Cleve- 
land for President. And so Gorman men helped 
to swell the meeting to-night and to swell the 
volume of cheers at every mention of the name 
of Grover Cleveland. 

A. Leo Knott, Assistant Postmaster General 
in the Administration of Mr. Cleveland, and a 
distinguished member of the Maryland bar, pre- 
sided. His opening speech seemed to be the 
keynote for the speakers who followed, and 
these were from all parts of the State. Mr. 
Knott, in opening his address, said: 

** The purposes of this meeting are by open 
discussion, by candid and straightforward ao- 
tion, by full and free selection by the people of 
representatives in the approaching Democratic 
National Convention, to give true expression to 
the sentiments of the Democratic Party in our 
State on the issues of the day, and to promote 
the nomination by every honorable means of 
that great statesman, that able and patriotic 
leader, that fearless champion of the people’s 
cause—Grover Cleveland. 

“ We are for him because, in our judgment, he 
is almost,-if not altogether, the unanimous 
choice of the people of our State, as we believe 
him to be of the whole country.” 

The following resolutions were adopted:

4 President Cleveland in his message of December, 
1887, is still the predominant issue before the coun- 
try, and there should be no cessation of the party’s 
efforts to secure to the people relie! from the burdens 
of taxation apaces upon them by the unwise and 
oppressive tariff legislation of the Republican Party. 

Second—That the business and industrial interests 
of the country demand a sound and stable currency, 
and tnat the free and unlimited coinage of silver 
would be fatal to the prosperity of the people.

their respective counties anid this city, and urge 
upon all Democrats the duty of active work for 
Cleveland and tariff reform. 

The other speakers were Philip D. Laird of 
Montgomery, one of the most eloquent of 
the leaders in the Maryland gislat- 
ure; James Alfred Pearce, one of the 
chief competitors for the United States 
Senatorship which Senator Gibson secured; 
James E. Ellegood of Wicomico, who made a 
remarkably good record during the recent ses- 
sion of the General Assembly; John B. Brown 
of ueen Anne County, one of the astrik- 
ing figures in Eastern Shore politics; ex- 
Gov. and ex-United States Senator 
William Pinkney Whyte, the most forcible cam- 
paign speaker in Maryland; Robert F. Brattan 
of Somerset, also a conspicuous Eastern Shore 
leader, and J. Clarence Lane of Washington 
County, a noted Western Maryland Democrat.

PRICES WILL BE CUT IF NECESSARY TO 
WIPE OUT OPPOSITION. 


Peorta, IIL, April 13.—The annual meeting of 
the stockholders of the Distilling and Cattle 
Feeding Company was held at trust headquar- 
ters in this city this afternoon. It was very 
largely attended. Everything passed of har- 
moniously and quiet. J. A. Hennessy, Nelson 
Morris, Chieago, and Julius E, French, N ew-York, 
were elected Directors to succeed themselves 


and Frank Curtis to fill the vacancy caused by 
the death of Adolph Woolner. E. M. Pattison, Cin- 
cinnati, was defeated for Director. The present 
officers will probably be re-elected at a meeting 
of the Directors to-morrow. The stockholders 
favored the policy of President Greenhut to cut 
prices to wipe out opposition. 

In the annual statementof President Green- 
hut of the Whisky Trust, he detailed the pur- 
chase of the Shufeldtand Calumet distilleries 
and the benefits accruing therefrom, at the 
same time expressing regret that some of 
the stockholders, believing this purchase made 
the trust invincible, had done oonsider- 
able injury to the business of the company, by 
insisting that rates be kept at the highest notch 
and by circulating greatly exaggerated reports 
concerning the company’s earnings, so as to 
affect the value of the stock. President Green- 
hut then detailed the special meeting of the 
Directors ‘on Feb. last, at which the 
resignation of himself and Director Nel- 
son Morris were tendered but not accepted, and 
stated that since that meeting perfect harmony 
had prevailed among the Directors. He then 
stated that, pereuing thepolicy of protecting its 
trade at all hazards, the company would, if 
necessary, put the price of its product on such 
alow basis as to earn little or no protits. 

The sales of the company’s product forthe 

ear ending March 31, 1892, were shown to 

ave increased nearly 10,000,000 gallons in the 
last four years, and to be 923,546 gallons in- 
crease over the previous year, the total sales 
for the last year being 45,661,717 gallons. 

The total earnings for the year ending March 
31, 1892, were $4,728,827.03. During the same 
year $442,306.14 was paid out for expenses, 
and $1,890,698.31 in dividends, leaving on hand 
April 1, 1892, $2,395,822.58 of cash and cash 
assets. The surplus earnings for the year were 
$326,743.33. Rebates held for the trade are 
held as a —_—— fund and do not enter into 
any part of the foregoing financial statement.

BE THE PARTY’S NOMINEE, 


THE DEMOCRACY SHOULD MAKE ITS 
FIGHT ON TARIFF REFORM—HAR- 
MONY IS URGED UPON THE PARTY— 
A SIGNIFICANT UTTERANCE. 


Ex-Secretary of the Navy William C. Whitney 
started on a six weeks’ trip to Europe yester- 
day afternoon. He goes to visit a daughter who 
has been away two years. Just before his de- 
parture he said to a TIMES reporter: 

“ The only troubTfe with the Democratic Party 
is the dissensions and possible bad blood. The 
situation, however, is very much what it was 
in 1876, when Gov. Tilden wasnominated. The 
Democratic Party in the West was committed 
very generally and pretty ardently to green- 
backism.. The eandidacy of Gov. Tilden was 
looked upon as likely to fail of support in the 
West. The second Grant Administration had 
created an issue, and Gov. Tilden, by reason of 
his vigorous warfare upon the Tweed ring and 
canal ring in this State, was the dominant fig- 
ure in the Democratic Party to meotit. He was 
nominated, and greenbackism was forgotten. 
The necessity for reform in the Government be- 
came the sole issue. The party was unified 
upon it, and really carried the election. 

** At this distance from the convention of 1876 
there was a perfect parallelism between the 
condition of the party at that time and now, 
and, with regard to candidates, it seems to me 
that the situation is quite the same as it was at 
that time. For good or ill, the issue of the Dem- 
ocratic Party at the present time is tariff re- 
form—not free trade, not the destruction of our 
industries in any way that have grown upunder 
prosent tariff laws, but relief from overprotec- 
tion unnecessary for the prosperity of our in- 
dustries, from the overtaxation of the people 
that results from it, from enriching a few at the 
expense of the many, and from extravagance in 
public expenditures which results from their 
desire to sustain this overtaxation. 

‘The battle of 1892 has to be fought upon 
these issues in general. They have been framed 


and put to the front by Mr. Cleveland. It seems 
to me from looking over the field that the people 
will not be satistied without he is made their 
leader in the campaign. I was oneof those who 
struggled against Mr. Cleveland in making the 
issue when he did in 1887, thinkingit prema- 
ture and wishing the benefit of the strength 
which would have come to us in the fight after 
his re-election to the Presidency in 1888, which 
would have necessarily resulted from his ad- 
ministrative record. 

“ However, the issue was made and is to-day 
dominant in the country, and I think the feel- 
ing of Democrats throughout the coyntry is one 
of confidence in the result in 1892. ut for suc- 
cess we must have consideration for differences 
within the party and for the personal prefer- 
ences of individuals. I know that no one feels 
better disposed in this regard than Mr. Cleve- 
land himself. He thinks much more of the issue 
and of the party’s success than of his individual 
position. 

“T have done everything I could to influence 
people within the party to have consideration 
foreach other. e@ must have harmony and 
cordial co-operation in orderto win. People 
cannot be dragooned into an enthusiastic =. 
port of candidates. I feel certain that when it 
apesees that Mr. Cleveland is the general 
choice of the Democratic Party for the next 
pene oy not frum lack of appreciation of the 
merits of other prominent Democrats, but be- 
cause the issue and events point to him, person- 
al preferences will yield to the general judg- 
ment, and wo shall go into the fight in better 
a than in any election within my recol- 

ection.”’

A BLAZE AT HUNTER’S POINT. 


VALUABLE RAILROAD AND MILLING 


PROPERTY: DESTROYED, 


Fire broke out a little before midnight last 
night in a storehouse of the Long Island Rail- 
road Company in the yard just back of the pas- 
senger station at Long Island City. This build- 
ing was a small frame structure, filled with 
lubricating oil, kerosene, and other highly-in- 
flammable stuff. 

The flames spread quickly through the entire 
building, a portion of which was used by the 
railroad company asa blacksmith and repair 
shop. 

From this building the flames leaped to an 
adjoining building, in which was the plant 
which supplied the electric lights used in the 
passenger and freight yards and in the station 
and ferry houses. This was a large brick build- 
ing, built one year ago, and it was burned down. 

Adjoining this building was a smaller house 
in which was kept the private car of President 


Austin Corbin of the Long Island Road. Em- 
ployes of the road drew out the oar, but the 
house was destroyed. 

Near the car house was Robinson’s molding 
mill, a large briok building. This caught fire, but 
the flames were checked before it was entireiy 
destroyed, and Mr. Robinson escaped with a 
loss of about $15,000. The lumber in the yard 
connected with this mill caught fire and at 1:30 
o'clock this morning the flames were not under 
control. ° 

At that hour the fire was spreading toward 
the yards of the Export Lumber Company, 
which suffered serious loss by a fire about one 
year ago. The firemen, however, were con- 
fident that they could keep the flames out of the 
Export Company’s yards. 

A three-story brick building on West Avenue, 
near the molding mill, caught fire about 1 
o’clock and was burned down. It was owned 
by Mrs. John Moley. -The first floor was occu- 
pied by asaloon. The upper rooms were ysed 
us « dwelling. 

Burroughs's lumber yards, with the horse 
sheds and oftice, were also destroyed. 

Clark & Simpson’s feed store and the lumber 
yards of MacIntosh & Co. and the Tunis Sims 
Company caught fire, but the flames were 
| in each yard before much damage was 

one. 

A large area was burned over, and the loss 
will be very heavy. It was thought, however, 
that if the tiremen could save the yards of the 
Export Lumber Company, the total loss would 
be less than $2V0,000, perhaps not exceed $150, 
000. ; 

The origin of the fire could not be ascertained 
with certainty, but it was thought that it was 
caused by the explosion of a barrel of oil in the 
railroad company’s storehouse. 

The house containing the eiectric plant, and 
its contents were valued at about $50,000. 

A serious lumber fire occurred in Long Island 
City on the evening of May 6 last year in 
which property valued at nearly $700,000 was 
destroyed. That tire started in the Don- 
caster Iron Foundry, West Avenue and 
Flushing Street, and before the badiy 
organized Fire Department could check it it 
had spread to the yards of the Export Lumber 
Company, H. F. Burroughs & Co., E. W. MoClave 
& Co., the Tunis-Sims Company and the McIn- 
tosh Lumber Company. 

A space equal to about five city blocks was 
covered with the lumber owned by these firms 
and mostof it was destroyed. That fire, like the 
one last night, made a grand illumination along 
the Kast River. The boats rendered consider- 
able assistance in checking the flames in build- 
ings along the river front. 

Mayor ** Pat” Gleason personally directed the 
movements of the Fire Department until the 
supply of water gave out. Owing to this lack 
of water the great mags of the lumber then de- 
stroyed burned unchecked, like a big pile of 
kindling wood. 





MR. STOTT IS REMOVED. 


AN ASSISTANT APPRAISER IN THIS CITY

WASHINGTON, April 13.—Assistant Appraiser 
Stott at New-York has been romoved.

TENEMENT HOUSE BILL VETOED. 
ALBANY, April 13.—The Governor has vetoed 
Assemblyman Walker's bill which changes 
the definition of a tenement house in New-York 
City from a home for three families or more to 
a home for four families or more, or from 


a house containing more than two families on a 
single floor to one containing more than three 
familles on a floor. 

In vetoing the bill the Governor says: 


The effect of this bill would be to exclude from 
supervision by the police and health officers 
in New-York City all houses containin less 
than four families: It is estimated that this 
exclusion would comprise 6,000 houses and 
would leave without sanitary supervision a4 
class of buildings shown by official reports to be 
most in need of it. Thisis a backward step in the 
line of tenement house reform and I am unable to 
assist it by my approval of the bill. 

The measure is opposed by the local Board of 
Health, by the Charity Organization Society, 
by the Sanitary Aid Society, and by other 
philanthropic organizations. Its enactment 
would be specially detrimental to the poorer 
masses an would seriously jeopardize 
the public health. No satisfactory reason has been 
offered why the bill should become a law, and I am 
convinced that its provisions are both unwise and

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UNIT RULE AND CLEVELAND 


PENNSYLVANIA DEMOCRATS SOLID- 
LY IN LYNE. 


THE CONVENTION CONTROLLED BY PAT- 
TISON AND HIS SUPPORTERS—A 
PLATFORM INDORSING TARIFF RE- 
FORM AND ITS FOREMOST ADVOCATE. 


HARRISBURG, Penn., April 13.—This was Pat- 
tison administration day. Every prediction 
made by Secretary Harrity, both as to the 
strength of the administration forces and the 
candidates to be nominated, were verified by 
the outcome of the convention. Cleveland was 
indorsed, the unit rule was adopted, Pattison’s 
administration was commended, Secretary 
Harrity was recommended as the successor of 
the late William L. Scott on the National Com- 
mittee, a tariff-reform and hard-money platform 
was adopted, andthe administration candidates 
for Judge of the 8upreme Court, Congressman 
at large, and Electors and delegates at large 
were nominated without exception. 

In short, the Pattison forces not only had 
everything their own way, but had their 
own way of having their own way. Tney were 
allowed to name both the temporary and per- 
manent organizations without opposition. They 
secured the Committee on Credentials by a 
three-fourths majority, and seated and unseated 
contestants at their own will. They made a 
platform to suit themselves, and laid the minor- 
ity report on the table by a vote so decisive 
that the minority did not care to expose their 
weakness by calling for the yoas and nays; 


and in the only contest made in the 
convention—thbat on the election of dele- 
gates at large—they elected the entire eight by 
votes ranging from 424 for Attorney General 
Hensel to 350 for Meyer, the lowest candidate 
on the administration list. Of the four candi- 
dates supported by the Guffey-Wallace faction, 
O’Brien, the highest on the list, received only 
124 votes, and Wallace, the lowest, only 111. 

This vote, when compared with Secretary 
Harrity’s published statement on Tuesday, that 
the administration strength would be at least 
336 of the 463 votes, shows that his estimate 
was below what the actual facts warranted. 

In the selection of the district delegates to 
the Chicago Convention the administration 
victory is hardly less devisive, as of the fifty-six 
delegates a half dozen only are unfriendly to 
the administration, and these are bound by 
unit rule instructions to vote with the others 
first, last, and all the time. 

The popularity of the administration was 
demonstrated quite as distinctly by the ap- 
plause with which the names of Gov. Pattison 
and Secretary Harrity were greeted in the con- 
vention as by the overwhelming majority with 
which every administration measure and can- 
didate was sustained. 

The most surprising feature of the Wallace- 
Gaffey defeat is that after both had been elected 
district delegates they should have allowed 
their names to go before the convention, where 
they must have known they would be complete- 
ly snowed under. In securing the indorsement 
of their own districts they secured all that waa 
possible under the circumstances, and the hu- 
miliation which has resulted from allowing their 
names to go before the convention was invited 
without apparent cause. 

[t was evident from the very opening of the 
convention that the old party leaders were not 
its controiling force. . A few of the old conven- 


. tion habitués were there, but those that were 


opposing the administration were without fol- 
lowing, and the others were found in the win- 
ning camp. Coffroth, Rush, Gillen, ex-Senator 
Peale, ex-Congressman Storm, Sam Josephs, 
and a few others who have been coming to con- 
ventions for years were there, but Peale, 
Josephs, and Storm were fighting in the admin- 
istration ranks, and the others were decidedly 
lonely. It was a convention composed of new 
blood, marshalled by new ieaders, and the 
Waterloo defeat of Wallace and his following 
shows that the old Democratic régime has 
passed away. 

How the vanquished will accept their defeat 
remains to be seen. Wallace left before the con- 
vention met and interviewers could not reach 
him. J. M. Gaffey was seen after the conven- 
tion and said: “The outcome is no disappoint- 
ment to me. I was well satisfied, weeks ago, 
owing to the means that were being used, that 
the administration would have the convention. 
I regret, however, exceedingly the method the 
Governor and his Cabinet employed to'accom- 
plish their purposes. On this point [ do nog 
care to speak in detail, as the facts are well 
known. It argues badly for the future of 
the Democratic Party in Pennsylvania, but as 
[am not in politics for office, emoluments, or 
spoils, I presume I can continue if [so desire, 
as [ have been doing for years, to contribute to 
the party’s campaign fund, always keeping in 
mind that ingrates do exist and always will.” 

The other adherents of the defeated faction 
were not disposed to talk far publication, but it 
is probable that, after the first smart of humil- 
fating defeat has passed away, they will be 
found loyally supporting the State ticket, espe- 
cially as it is first-class in every particular. 
There were a few surprises on both sides, the 
most notable of which was the attitude of Dele- 
gate Lanahan of Luzerne, who is a brother-in- 
law of Judge Lynoh, appointed by Gov. Patti- 
son, and who turned up in the Wallace ranks. 

The convention was reppes to order by Chair- 
man Wright at 12:10 P. M., and the business 
was formally begun by the reading of the call 
for the convention issued Jan. 30. The calling 
of the roll of delegates oceupied forty-five min- 
utes, many substitutions being made. John R. 
Read of Philadelphia nominated Congressman 
Beltzhoover for Temporary Chairman and he 
was elected unanimously. In his address Mr. 
Beltzhoover said: 

**In the selection of a strong and courageous leader 
who will bear our banner there should be no 
ditiiculty. The galaxy of Democratic  states- 
men from whom the selection is to be 
made was never so full of distinguished names. It 
is perhaps invidious to suggest any one, but I will be 

rdoned for saying that when tariff reform and 
fonest money and frugal government are seeking 
a champion in this campaign there is one who 
stands ‘out before all the world, recognized 
by all men as the embodiment and exponent of our 
privciples and the idol of the Democratic masses of 
the Nation. The name of Grover Cleveland is en- 
shrined in the affections of all the intelligent, virtu- 
ous, ‘and substantial citizens of the Republic. 
They honor him for daring to be right when it 
cost him the brightest jewel in the crown 
of human ambition. They love him for his heroto 
character, for his unselfish patriotism, for the bean- 
tiful and peerless one who presides over the divini- 
ties of his tireside, and for the little hostage which 
their love has given to the security and sanctity of 
all the happy homes of this Christian Nation.” 

Mr. Beltzhoover’s references to Grover Cleve- 
fand and Gov. Pattison were received with 
cheers long continued. One individual in the 
gallery shouted: “ What's the matter with 
Hill ?”’ but only groans and hisses followed the 
mention of the name. Temporary organization 
was then vompleted by the selection of Commit- 
tees on Resolutions, Credentials, and Organiza- 
tion. 

During the calling of the roll of Senatorial 
districts for members of these three commit- 
tees, nearly all of the delegates left the 
hall, only those interested remaining. The 
claims of Timothy O’Leary of Pittsburg to 
membership on the Credentials Committee wers 
contested, and a serious fight was narrowly 
averted. An excited crowd of delegates 
gathered around the Chair shouting for 
recognition. There were also contests 
in two other western districts and all 
joined in the mélée. Several of the parties came 
to blows, but were separated. O’Leary, although 
he was Sergeant at Arms and supposed to pre- 
serve order, fled from the hall. After the ap- 
pointment of the committees the convention 
took a recess. / 

The first business before the convention on 
reassembling was the hearing of the report of 
the Committee on Credentials. The report 
seated all the administration delegates, ignor- 
ing the claims of the “ antia.”” William Foyle, a 
Bradford County delegate, offered a minority 
report, which stated that no statement on 
behalf of the contestants had been allowed, 
and, therefore, declaring the contested seats 
vacant. The minority report was defeated and 
the reguiar report adopted. Temporary Chair- 
man Beltzhoover relinquished the gavel to 
Senator Ross, the permanent Chairman, and 
Be ie made a short address in which he 
said: 

“Four years ago the great statesman who led 
the Democratic hosts to victory in 1884, 
and who gave us the best, the

TOOLS OF OFFICE HOLDERS. 


REPUBLICAN CONVENTIONS YESTERDAY 
IN VARIOUS 8TATES. 


Derroit, Mich., April 13.—The Republican 
Btate Convention, which meets in this city to- 
morrow, Will have a majority of members who 
have been chosen through the active and per- 
sistent effort of Federal office holders, under 
the direction of Senator McMillan. They have 
controlled the primaries through a greater por- 
tion of the State, many of their employes being 
given a vacation to engage in this work, while 
the private secretaries of both McMilian and 
Stockbridge have been serving as field mar- 
shals. 

Harrison has been generally indorsed, but 
there has been a truce patched up which cop- 


cedes Gen. Alger a complimentary vote in the 
National Convention. This concession is the 
more freely made, because the General's 
chances are too meagre to justify a fight in the 
delegation, and the strength of the McMillan 
faction will insure a delivery of Michigan to 
Harrison whenever it is desired. 

The old feud between McMillan, Alger, and 
ex-Senator Thomas W. Palmer is likely to cuta 
figure in the deliberations of to-morrow. 
Palmer’s following want him made a delegate 
at large, and he has consented, in the event of 
being chosen, to head the delegation as an Alger 
man, though the latter, aided by MoMilian, 
prevented Palmer from securing a place 
in Harrison’s Cabinet. If the State will grant 
Detroittwo delegates at large, Palmer will be 
named. If it has but one, D, M. Ferry, the 
wealthy seed merchant, will be urged by the 
maehine, his claim to recognition being frequent 
and liberal donations for party uses, If Palmer 
be “turned down,” the bitter factional feeling 
now existing throughout the State because of @ 
disagreement as to the next Gubernatorial can- 
didate will be greatly intensified, and the hands 
of those who aim to displace Bendtor Stock- 
bridge with the ex-farmer Governor, Cyrus G. 
Luce, will be materially strengthened. 

A strong effort will be made in the conven- 
tion to have the State delegation sent unin- 
structed to Minneapolis, so that it may go with 
the rush should Harrison develop winning 
strength at the outset. 

The delegates chosen to-night from this dis- 
trict are Col. Henry M. Duttield and William T, 
Elliott. Duffietd is Alger’s chief lieutenent, and 
handled the General’s blank checks four years 
ago, when Sherman’s Southern delegates were 
80 mysteriously alienated. The Kepublican 
County Convention held to-day was the most 
turbulent in the local history of the Republican 
Party, and a free fight was narrowly escaped. 
Duffield pooled with the McMillan men tem- 
porarily because it was his one way of going 
to Minneapolis as a delegate. Michigan can be 
put down as disposed to compliment Alger and 
sure to support Harrison. 


MONTPELIER, Vt., April 13.—The State Con- 
vention for the selection of delegates to the Re- 


publican National Convention was held at the 
Opera House this forenoon with nearly 400 
delegates in attendance. Chairman Baldwin of 
the State Committee called the convention to 
order and named C. M. Wilds of Middlebury as 
temporary Chairman and H. E. Parker of the 
Bradford Opinion as temporary Secretary. 

Mr. Wilds, in taking the chair, made a speech. 
He told what the Demoorats wanted in national 
legislation, and expressed the opinion that the 
modus vivendi would be continued for four 
years more as at present. 

The following delegates at large were select- 
ed: Congressman H. H. Powers of Morrisville, 
Chairman; Col. George T. Childs of 8t. Albans, 
L. D. Hazen of St. Johnsbury, and Col. F. E, 
Smith of Montpelier. The alternates elected 
are Col. A. A. Fletcher of Middlebury, Nathan 
Hobson of Brighton, Jefferson R. Judson of 
Arlington, and O, B. Boyce of Barre. 

Congressman Powers was for many years a 
member of the Supreme Court of Vermont. Col. 
Childs was private secretary for the late ex- 
Gov. J. Gregory Smith, President of the Central

A POLITICAL TAX LEVIED ON 
FEDERAL OFFICERS IN CHICAGO. 


MR. ROOSEVELT FINDS EVIDENCE OF 
VIOLATION OF THE CIVIL SERVICE 
LAW—ONE OR TWO REPUBLICAN NA- 
TIONAL COMMITTEEMEN INVOLVED. 


CHICAGO, April 13.—The Government officials 
who occupy rooms in the Post Office Building 
and draw salaries for the services which they 
render to the United States Civil Service Com- 
mission were treated to a surprise to-day. The 
cause Was al unexpected visit from Theodore 
Roosevelt of the Civil Service Commission. 

Commissioner Roosevelt's visit was to ferret 
out the truth concerning the rumors 
that the political hat had been unduly 
passed around among the civil service of- 
ficlals for campaign purposes, in violation 
of the civil service law. Commissioner Roose- 
velt was closeted for. some time with 
Postmaster Sexton, Collector Clark, and Assist- 
ant Custodian D, E. Scanahan. Afterward he 
talked with United States Marshal Hitchoock 
and his assistant, L. O, Gilman, and finally with 
United States District Attorney Milchrist. 

Mr. Roosevelt is said to have secured enough 
information to make it interesting for one and 
possibly two Republican National Committee- 
men of national reputation, and also an agent 
of the National Committee who has been 
soliciting funds for campaign purposes, 
It is said the investigation was caused 
by charges made against ex-Congressman 


E. P. Allen of Ypsilanti, Mich., who represent- 
ed the Second District in Michigan for two 
terms, and who suffered, with the rost 
of the Republicans in the Michiganizi- 
ing movement undertaken two years ago. 
Ex-Congressman Allen was in Chicago 
early in March for the purpose of attending 
the Loyal Legion meeting. It is charged he 
carried aletterfrom Chairman Clarkson out- 
lining the work of the National Committee, and 
he took occasion to visit the Federal Building 
for the purpose of showing the letter and levy- 
ing a political tax on the officials to assist in the 
next campaign. 

The charges are said to emanate from Oliver 
T. Morton, a son of Indian’s war Governor, who 
isthe Clerk of the United States Court of Ap- 
—_ Mr. Morten has been in office since last 

eptember, and owes his osition to the 
efforts of Judge Gresham and others. Never- 
theless, heis a strong anti-Harrison man, and 
it is said he has taken this means of venting his 
antipathy tothe Administration. It is said that 
Morton was ‘‘touched,” and that he straight 
way reported the fact tothe commission at 
Washington. 

As an offset to Mr. Morton’s alleged statement 
many of the officials who were interviewed by 
Mr. Roosevelt claim that the question of funds 
was never broached during ex-Congressman A\l- 
len’s visit. Mr. Morton has justreturned from the 
East, and he is at present confined to his bed 
by Ulness. An attempt was made per to 
have him confirm the report that he had put 
the Commissioner on the track of ex-Congress- 
map Allen, but he sent back word that he had 
nothing to say on the subject He was then 
asked to deny tbe report, but he insisted upon 
keeping quiet. 

Of the true. nature of Commissioner Roose- 
velt’s visit itissaid there fe no doubt. That he 
has several names on his slate is probable, and 
itis said one of these is Mr. Byrne of Minne 
sota, who is the secretary of Chairman Clark- 
s0n.

THE WHITEWASH IN BALTIMORE. 


MARYLAND REFORMERS WILL TRY TO 
UNDO WANAMAKER’S WORK. 


WASHINGTON, April 13.—Civil Service Com- 
missioner Roosevelt will give some interesting 
testimony if he is summoned before the House 
Committee on Oivil Service Reform to tell 
what he knows of the violation of the law by 
President Harrison’s officials in Baltimore. He 
made a racy report nearly a year ago, quoting 
evidence given by the officials themselves 
which would justify the removal of a crowd of 
them from office. Oneofthe carriers admitted 
that he wasa political worker and that cheating 
was one of the features of Republican methods 
in Baltimore, but, he added, with injured inno- 
cence, *‘ We always cheat fair.” 

The Maryland Civil Service Reform Associa- 
tion has refused to appreciate the distinction 
between “cheating fair” and cheating un- 


fairly. It has waited eleven months for the 
President to take some action to purify the 
civilservice of Baltimore, and has at length 
determined to take action itself. Congressman 
Andrew of Boston, the Chairman of the House 
Committee on Civil,Service Reform, recently 
received a communication from a committee, 
appointed for the purpose, setting furth the 
action of the Maryland reformers in the follow- 
ing resolutions: 


Ata meeting of the Executive Committee of the 
Civil Service Reform Association of Maryland, held 
April, 189%, the following preamble and resolution 
were unanimously adopted: 

Whereas, In May, 1591, Mr. Theodore Roosevelt, 
Civil Service Comuflissioner, after a careful and ex- 
tensive investigation concerning political assess. 
ments and the use of official influence in the Federal 
oftices to control elections in Baltimore, reported to 
the United States Civil Service Commission the fol- 
lowing Conclusions: 

1. That a number of Federal ottice holders took an 
active partin the primary elections of the Repub- 


lican Party. 

2. That considerable sums of money were raised 
by these oljicials, partly contributed by themselves 
and partly by their fellow-otiiciails, and were spent 
by certain of their number, chosen for the purpose, 
in paying the political expenses of these elections. 

That certain of these Officials, by their own 
testimony, admitted that they had violated the stat- 
utes of the United States touching civil] service, the 

unishment, upon conviction of said violations, be- 
ng dismissal from office and fine and imprisonment. 
hereas, In view of these violations of law 
Commissioner Roosevelt recommended the remova 
of certain officials, specified by him as guilty of suoh 
violations of law, and his findings ana recommenda. 
tions were concurred in by the whole commission in 
a report addressed to the President; ana 
reas, Bo far as is known to the public, no 
official action whatever has been taken in conse-

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ANOTHER BANK CLERK DEFAULTS, 


; — <> —-- 
UNITED STATES BANK LOSES THROUGH 
BOOKKREPER WILTSHAW. 


Fortwo or three days stories have been our- 
rent in Wall Street to the effect that there had 
been a shortage found in the accounts of some 
bank employe, and that the amount involved 
reached a very comfortable figure. Yesterday 
the reports grew more definite and had it that 
the institution in question was the United States 
National Bank at 41 Wall Street. 

At the bank it was admitted that a shortage 
had been found in the accounts of one of its 
employes, H. Wiltshaw, who held the post of 
individual bookkeeper, but had not been at the 
bank for a long time. The amount to be ac- 
counted for was over $30,000, but it was 
said there was @ good chance that a share of 
this would be recovered. 

Wiltshaw, it was stated, was last at the bank 
Nov. 14. That day, although the weather was 
chilly, he went out in his office coat and failed 
to come back, although his heavier coat and an 
overcoat were where he could easily take them. 


Naturally, his absence excited suspicion, and 
expert accountants were put to work .on his 
books, Their task was completed recently and 
showed that there was $32,072 missing. Of 
this, $8,700 would be recovered by the bank, it 
was confidently expected. . 

Wiltshaw’s connection with the bank began 
eight years ago, when he entered its service as 
ajunior clerk. He was promoted, from time to 
time, until he held the place of individual book- 
keeper. He had that position in 1888, and then 
the trouble begah. 

From the nature of his duties Wiltshaw be- 
came acquainted with a number of the smaller 
depositors, and with some of them, it is said, he 

ot on such terms of intimacy as to fall into the 

abit of making loans to them and of gettin 
others from them from time to time. he offi- 
cers of the bank believe he gathered in money 
in comparatively small amounts—small, thatis, 
from a banking standpoint—from $500 to 
$1,000. In the end, however, these amounts 
reached q very respectable aggregate. 

It is gupposed according to the story told at 
the bank, that Wiltshaw’s Various private deal- 
ings with depositors enabled him to make false 
entries in his books and thus cover what had 
been done, It took the expert accountants 
some time to unravel the tangle which resulted. 

Wiltshaw is said to have lived well, probably 
a good deal beyond his income, and the theory 
is that he took money as he needed it. Besides, 
there is always the chance of unlucky specula- 
tions. He wasat one time a member of the 
Seventh Regiment, andafter serving his time 
in that or ization he joined the regiment’s 
Veteran Club. Hem @ good deal of use of 
the clubhouse, and spent much of his time there. 
Last November it was understood at the bank 
that he was living at the clubhouse. 

He is about thirty years old and is not mar- 
ried. If his old employers know where he is 
they do not say so. ost of his service at the 
bank was while Logan ©. Murray was Presi- 
dent, but he spent some months under J. H. 
Parker, who succeeded Mr. Murray last July.

TO OUST PROFESSIONALS | 


AUCTION OF THE METROPOLITAN 
BOARD AGAINST BOXERS. 


WOLVES WHO PREY UNDER THE GUISE 
OF AMATEURS WILL BE INVESTI- 
GATED—CHARGES AGAINST M’GARRY 
AND WINTERS OF TAKING MONEY. 


President Curtis of the Metropolitan Association 
of the Amateur Athlietio Union last night took the 
first stép to oust the so-called professional fighters 
froni the amateur ranks. He ordered the Secretary 
to notify William MoGarry of the Standards, Hugh 
Winters of the Nationals, and James Rice of the 
Varunas that charges have been preferred against 
them, and that they will have to make an answer in 
writing in fifteen days, so that the board can take 
action. Mr. Curtis has evidence enough to convict 
both McGarry and Winters, and the probabilities 
are that they will be disqualified at the next meeting 
of the association, which is to be held on April 30. 
Rice, however, will probably escape punishment, as 
the evidence against him is not strong enough to 
Warrant disqualification. 

At the meeting last night G. Schwegler and H. H. 
Morrell of the Seventh Regiment Athletic Associa- 
tion, who were disqualified some time ago for com- 
peting at games of the regiment in defiance of the 
rules of the union, were reinstated. They were not 
to repeat the offense, and in consequence did not 
take part in the regimental gameson April 2. W. 'T. 
French, who refused to heed the warning, also made 
application for reinstatement, but it was refused.

URES WHIPPED THROUGH. 


THE REAPPORTIONMENT, TAMMANY IN- 
SPECTORS, AND EXCISE BILLS 
PASSED UNDER THE PREVIOUS QUES- 
TION—NO HEED TO THE MINORITY. 


ALBANY, April 13.—The Democratic leaders 
@ho have accused this Legislature of frittering 
away its time can find no fault with the work of 
he Assembly to-day. In the longest daily ses- 
sion for several years the Excise, Tammany 
Election Inspectors, and the Congressional Re- 
apportionment bills were whipped through 
under the operation of the previous question. 
The Reapportionment bill was not amended. 1t 
will reach Gov. Flower’s hands to-morrow, and 
he will no doubt sign it before the Legislature 
adjourns sine die next Thureday. 

The Excise bill was amended to please the 
oabal of Democratic Assemblymen with pro- 
hibition tendencies by eliminating the obnoxious 
spy clause. A number of other amendments of 
@ mivor character offered by Mr, Foley, Chair- 
man of the Excise Committee, were inserted. A 
dozen Republicans offered about fifty amend- 
ments to different sections. On each of these 
Occasions the Democrats promptly sprung the 
previous guestion, which the Republicans met 
by calling for the yeas and nays, demanding an- 
other roll call on the passage of each amend- 
ment 

The Democrats had a bare working majority 
throughout the day, 66 votes, their only ab- 


sentee being Mr. Gorman of the Fourth Albany 
District, who was detained at Cohoes to look 
after the election figures. They used their ma- 
jority with effective force. The treatment ac- 
corded the Republicans was neither generous 
nor civil, and the proceedings were conspicu- 
ously lacking in dignity. A visitor who dropped 
in at any time between 11 and 4 o’clock would 
have imagined himself in a country schoolhouse 
at recess time, rather than in the Assembly 
‘Chamber of the State of New-York. For half an 
jhour a youth stood by the rail in the rear of the 
‘chamber smoking a cigar, within reaching dis- 
\itance of the doorkeeper. A small boy amused 
himself by tossing a dozen apples over one of 
the sections to distant members, and from the 
galleries a Democratic citizen viewed the pro- 
ceedings in his shirt sleeves. 

The Reapportionment bill was passed by a 
strict party vote. One Democrat, McManus of 
New-York, voted with the Republicans against 
the Tammany Election Inspectors bill. On the 
Excise bill a few Kepublicans joined the Demo- 
cratic procession, while oue Democrat, Mr. La- 
mont, from the rock-ribbed Democratic but 
temperance county of Schoharie, had the cour- 
age te vote against it. The Republicans who 
fell by the wayside and voted for the bill were 
Conrady of Kings, whocomes from John Y. 
MoKane’s bailiwick, Weeks of Queens, Obed 
Wheeler of Dutchess, and Listman of Onondaga. 
An explanation readily accepted as the price of 
the vote of Weeks and Wheeler is that the Demo- 
crates graciously refused to unseat them when 
their seats were contested. Speaker Bush failed 
to vote. The following members were absent: 
Gorman, (Vem., Albany;) Solon Laing, (Dem., 
Cattaraugus;) Gallagher, (Rep., Erie;) Green, 
(Rep., Herkimer;) A. J. McCormick, (Rep., Or- 
leans,) and Palmer, (Rep., Essex.) After such 
@n arduous day’s work, the Assembly jerked the 
Bpeedway Repeal bill outor the clawsof the 

ties Committee, and placed it before the House 
on the order of second reading. 


THE REAPPORTIONMENT BILL. 

The first of the big political bills to be consid- 
ered was the Congressional Reapportionment 
bill Leader Bush (Dem., Ulster,) promptly 
moved a call of the House, and the Sergeant at 
Arms £00n brought to the bar fifteen of the six- 


teen delinquents, the only missing member 
being Gorman of Cohoes. Mr. Keeler (Kep., 
Bt. Lawrence,) attempted to lift his county out 
of the Twenty-second District, using arguments 
similar to those made by Senator Erwin in the 
upper house. He besought the Democrats to 
be a littic tair. Leader Bush uttered some fiap- 
doodle remarks about the “ tyranny of Republic- 
ans” when they were in power. The previous 
question was broughtin. eyo (Rep., Broome,) 
insisted that the bill should be rea: by sections. 
The Speaker said it had been. Keeler's propo- 
sition was defeated on strict party jines, 58 
to 65. 

Similar tactics were played when Mr. Deyo 
tried to exempt Tompkine County from the 
Twenty-sixth District. He said that, as consti- 
tuted by the bill, the Twenty-sixth District con- 
tains a population of 209,000. This was unfair; 
it carried about 50,000 more persons than the 

tth, which contains but 161,000 population. 

he injustice can be made more apparent when 
the roting population is taken into considera- 
tion. It cast, according to the bill, 57,000 votes, 
while the Seventh District is recorded with but 
29,000, the Eighth with 29,600, and the Ninth 
‘with 22,000. Thus it will be seen that the Twen- 
ty-sixth District is nearly three times as great as 
the Ninth. 

Half a dozen other Republicans, inclading 
Gen. Husted of Westchester, Malby of st. Law- 
rence, and Tripp of Cortland, had amendments 
in their hands to offer; but the speaker failed to 
see them. Leader Bush ey the bell cord, 
the bill was rushed to third reading, and, im- 
pelled onward by the previous question, went 
tearing through on final passage by a vote of 59 
to 66. 

The Republicans took occasion to shy a few 
bricks at it, however, when their names were 
reached on the roll call. Mr. Deyo declared that 
& more monstrous and a more iniquitvus meas- 
ure was never adopted. ‘“ You have the votes 
to put it through by brute force,” he said, “and 
you will do it under the whip and spur of your 
masters. [Derisive laughter from the Demo- 
crats.} And iI make the prediction here that 
the pay will come back with interest and ven- 

eance some day.” 

Mr. Wells of New-York denounced the rulings 
of the Chairin unmeasured terms. As a mat- 
ter of fact, the Chair's conduct was open sev- 
eral times to the charge of unfairness. 


TAMMANY’S INSPECTOR VICTORY. 
The next bill in order was taken up in the 
game rapid manner and disposed of with the 
same lightninglike speed. It wasa short but 
important measure introduced hy Mr. Farquhar, 
(Dem., New-York,) for the purpose of depriving 


the Republicans of one Election Inspector in 
every election district in New-York. Mr. 
Hoag. ‘(Kep., New-York,) moved to recom- 
mit it, which brought from George Bush, the 
Democratic leader a burst of demagogic 
oratory worthy of Hill, but unworthy of the 
usually bright Ulster County lawyer. He ended 
by moving the previous question. A dozen Re- 
publicans sprang to their feet and roared for 
the yeas and nays. Gen. Husted was the centre 
of an excited cluster in the middle aisle. A 
heavy coid had gripped the General, and his 
usual stentorian tones were missing. He ex- 
hausted his efforts in waving his hands in 

rotest. The go peed slid over this 
ittle ebullition, declared Bush's motion carried, 
and the bill was placed on its final passage. : 

Under the rules half an hour was allowed for 
debate. Mr. Deyo said this bill let down the 
bars for an honest election, and it was antago- 
nistic to the purity of the ballot. 

About ten minutes of the time had been con- 
sumed when Mr. Farquhar, the introducer of 
the bill, took the floor and preved how a man 
with the instincts of a gentieman can become 
debanched by the influences that have been in 
contre] of legislation in Albany this Winter. 
Farquhar was wound up to run for six 
minutes exactly. Half & dozen members 
attempted to break in on him and 
ask m questions, but he paid no 
heed to the interruptions, spoke his little piece 
like a little man, and when he ran down he ex- 
claimed: “As the half hour for debate is ex- 
hausted, I move the previous question.” It was 
& pretty piece of trickery, in keeping with the 
tactics of the day. 

Mr. McManus, who is one of the members of 
the Voorhis ww py rotested against the 
bill on the ground that it discriminated against 
the workingman. 

Mr. Shields (Dem., Kings,) applauded the 
Democrats because they had the nerve to use 
the power in their hands for the party’s benefit. 

Mr. Wheeler (Rep., Cattaraugus,) attacked the 
bill. The great mass of the people, he said, de- 

ded honest elections. This bill was against 
ones elections. 

Again Leader Bush pulled the bell cord, again 
the previous question came into play, and the 
Se! train went whirling along, and the 
bill passed, 65 to 60, McManus voting with the 
Republicans. 

STRUGGLE OVER THE EXCISE BILL. 

When the Excise bill was called, a tarill of ex- 
cltement ran through the House. A dozen mem- 
bers arose, brandishing amendments. The 
Democrats proceeded to put the bill through in 
@ precipitate and businesslike manner. They 


had the votes and the previou: question. The 
Republicans coulda only content themselves with 
demanding a rollcall upon each and every 
Occasion. In the mene of ten minutes six 
amendments were olfered and rejected and a 
half-dozen roll calls made. The Speaker recog- 
nized a Kepublican now and then, while the 
Clerk encualiy mentioned a section succeedin 
the one the ~apaeneens wanted to amend, an 
by the time the Republican was ready to an- 
— his amendment he was ruled out of 
order. 

The Republicans resented this sort of treat- 
ment. Mr. Deyo insisted that each section of 
the bill must be read through. The Speaker 60 

romised, but the Olerk, who was ady

Mr. Stranahan’ (Rep., Oswego,) raised his 
voice in behalf of the minority. He said that 
they had some rights on the floor. Mr. Deyo 
had made a reasonabie request. He had given 


ample notice of his intention to offeran amend- 
ment. He did not propose to stand here and 
see his colleagues by the leader of the 
majority, nor by the Speaker. The majority 
could be fair, even in their pa ship, to 
their fellow-members of that te even though 
they differed from them politically. 

The only amendments accepted of all those 
that were offered came from Chairman Foley; 
(Dem., New-York.) The first was that no 
licenses for all-night sales shall be granted ex- 
cept with the approval of the Common Council 
in cities, the Presidents of villages, and the 
Trustees of towns. The second applied the 
section relative to a writ of certiorari upon re- 
fusal to grant @ license only to cities of more 
than 30,000 inhabitants. The third was the 
elimination of the spy clause, with the exocep- 
tion of the first sentence, which remains and 
which reads: “ Every officer authorized to make 
arrests on criminal process in any city or town 
in which any licensed premises are situated 
may enter upon such licensed premises while 
the same are permitted by the license 
to be kept open for carrying on 
the license business therein.” These 
amendments, however, were not passed without 
another spat between the Napoleonic Stranahan 
and the Speaker. The member from Oswego 
offered an amendment to a section which the 
Clerk that moment named and passed. “* The 
section is passed,” said Speaker Bush. 

“ I demanded recognition,” thundered Strana- 
han, “and I failed to getit. Do you intend to 
continue to refuse to recognize members! Am 
I to understand that is your programme ?” 

** Not at all,” suavely replied the Speaker. 

“Do you think this House will lose its reputa- 
tion as a rapid-transit body,” cried Stranahan, 
‘‘if a couple of hours more time are consumed 
in considering this bill?” 

“JT call the gentleman to order,” piped Bush 
of Ulster. 

Stranaban offered an excellent amendment to 
Section 32 to compel saloons to close on election 
day while the votes were being counted. The 
previous question and two rolls were necessary 
to defeatit. Mr. A. R. Conkling (Rep., New- 
York,) encountered a similar result in his at- 
tempt to kill the Civil Damage act. 

Gen. Husted accused the Democrats of bad 
faith, and with having broken their word by 
voting down an amendment which he offered to 
Section 42 under the heading of “‘ Complaints 
before Boards of Excise.’”’ ‘‘The purpose of 
this amendment,” explained the General, in his 
Dismal Swamp tones, ‘‘is to make this bill con- 
form with the Plunkitt bill.” Leader Bush came 
along with his previous question and defeated 
the amendment, not, however, before the Gen- 
eral exclaimed: *‘ I only ask you to be as fair to 
me as | was to youthe other day. Hereafter I 
won't take the wordof any Democraton this fioor 
on excise matters. You are not capable of do- 
ing the decent thing.” . 

The bill was then ordered to third reading. 
On its final passage Gen. Husted informed those 
Democrats who voted against it the other day 
that they would find they had made a great mis- 
take in voting for it to-day. The bill is as bad 
now asit was a week ago. The bill was passed 
by a vote of 67 to 54, on party lines, with the 
exceptions noted in the introduction. 


A NEW TELEPHONE BILL. 

Mr. Aspinall (Rep., Kings,) amended his Tele- 
phone bill to-day so as to make it practically a 
new measure. It provides for a State Board of 
Telephone Commissioners of three persons, to 
be appointed by the Governor, to serve two, 


three, and four years, one a Republican, one a, 


Democrat, the third a scientist, to be selected 
without regard to party affiliations. The Com- 
missioners will exercise toward telephone com- 
panies powers similar to those of Railroad Com- 
missioners to railway companies. They will 
adjust the rates to be charged. Their principal 
ottice isto be in Albany. Their compensation 
is fixed at $10 a day. The bill was made a 
special order for to-morrow. 


PROCEEDINGS OF THE SENATE. 
The Senate killed the code of evidence to-day, 
11 to 14. 
Senator Mullin’s (Rep., Jeflerson,) bill provid- 
ing that savings banks may invest in certain 
municipal bonds of cities of over 50,000 inhab- 


itants came up for passage. Senator Brown 
(Dem., New-York,) thought the billa bad one. 
He thought the money was needed at home. 

Senator Roesch (Dem., New-York.) pointed 
out that the people of New-York knew nothing 
of the laws of the Western States. The further 
away the investinent was, the more insecure it 
was.

ENGLAND APPEARS JEALOUS. 


MUCH EXERCISED ABOUT OUR RELA- 
TIONS WITH BUENOS AYRES. 


LONDON, April 13.—A dispatch to the Times 
from Buenos Ayres says: ‘The Nacion to-day 
exposes the folly of the idea that is gaining 
ground with a certain section of the people of 
the Argentine Republic who, rélying upon as- 
surances from the United States of support and 
protection, propose that the Government should 
coolly, at the end of the moratorium, commit 
default upon all its European obligations. 

“The Nacion says: ‘Even counting upon the 
favorable disposition of the United States, the 
Argentine Republic cannot and must not fail to 
fulfill her engagements, at least to the utmost 
extent to which her resources will permit. Thus 
only will the country slowly regain its reputa- 
tion, credit, and prestige.’”’ 

The JZimes’s correspondent says that the 
Nacion is rendering solid public gervice by nip- 
ping in the bud the immoral spirit which, mis- 
interpreting, itis hoped, the advances made by 
the United States, is gaining ground even in 
quarters which should be the firet to scout the 
idea of national dishonesty. 


TWO CHEMICAL EXPLOSIONS.

A STUDENT INJURED IN PARIS AND AN 
AMERICAN PROFESSOR BLINDED. 


Paris, April 18.—An explosion occurred to- 
day in the chemical laboratory of the Ecole de 
Médecine, in this city, during the course of some 
experiments with a chemical compound. One 
of the students was seriously hurt, one of his 
arms being blown offand one of his eyes de- 
stroyed. 

The windows of the school and of the build- 
ings in the immediate vicinity were shattered. 
Many persons at first believed the Anarchists 
were again making a demonstration. 

ANN ARBOR, Mich., April 13.—E. D. Campbell, 
Professor of Qualitative Analysis in the Univer-

Bits of glass cut into his eyes and inflicted such 
severe injuries that they had to be removed by 
the surgeons.

ARREST OF SALOON KEEPERS. 

The North Shore Liquor Dealers’ Association 
of Staten Island was startled last evening by 
the arrest of three of their members for selling 
liquor on Sunday. A complaint against a

ARMY RECORDS IN 


MAJOR AINSWORTH’S WORK LKC- 
OGNIZED BY CONGEESS. 


THE SENATE PASSES THE BILL FOR 
THE RECORD AND PENSION OFFICE 
—WHAT HAS ALREADY BEEN DONE 
IN THE ENTERPRISE. 


WASHINGTON, April 13.—The Senate has passed 
the bill, introduced by Senator Morrill, (Rep., 
Vt.,) which establishes the Record and Pension 
Office of the War Department. This is the pro- 
posed name of the division, organized by the 
Seoretary of War in his office, for the preserva- 
tion and custody of the records of the volunteer 
armies. 

The President is empowered by the bill to ap- 
point to be chief of the office an officer of the 
army, whom he may consider to be especially 
well qualified for the performance of its duties. 
The rank, pay, and allowances of a Colonel go 
with the appointment. 

The bili is a substantial recognition of the 
wonderful work accomplished by Major F. C. 
Ainsworth, who in 1886 was placed in charge of 
the Record and Pension Division of the Sur- 
geon General’s office. On Dec. 13, 1886, an 
arrearage of 9,511 calls from the Commissioner 
of Pensions existed, many of which were months 
old. In less than three months the arrearages 
were all answered and the work kept current 
and all calls thereafter made promptly an- 
swered. As s00n as the work was current, May- 
or Ainsworth adopted the card-index record sys- 
tem, and, without the employnient of any addi- 
tional clerks, he has completed the card index 
records of all the soldiers of the Union Army 
ever treated in hospitals of which any record 
exists. 

Some idea of the work involved may be gained 
from the statement that there have been trans- 


ferred, to cards, 10,000,000 entries from 23,000 
volumes of hospital registers. Under the new 
system, twenty clerks now do, with ease, 
work which formerly required the serv- 
ices of 280. Major Ainsworth, having com- 
pleted the carding of the hospital registers, 
turned his attention to the muster rolls 
and other military records, when these were 
put under his charge, and so energetically has 
the work of carding them been pushed that 
it is expected to reach completion in about 
eighteen months. 

Gen. Schotield, in a note to the Secretary of 
War, praised the work of Major Ainsworth and 
made the recommendation now embodied in the 
bill. President Harrison referred to the Major’s 
achievement in words of praise. 


THE SENATE’S BUSY DAY. 

During the three hours which the Senate de- 
voted to the calendar there were fifty-two bills 
passed, many of them of considerable impor- 
tance, although all were acted on without dis- 
cussion or with the very least possible shreds 


of discussion. All of them but three were Sen- 
ate bills. One was an amendment tothe gen- 
eral pension laws, but related only to the pen- 
sions of widows and orphans in certain cases. 
. Four of them had reference to army matters. 
They were: Toestablish lineal promotion; to 
reorganize the artillery and infantry of the 
army and to increase its efficiency; for the ex- 
awination and promotion of enlisted men to the 
grade of Second Lieutenant, and to increase the 
pay of non-commissioned officers. The navy 
had only one measure to its credit, and that was 
@ bill terminating the reduction in the numbers 
of the Engineer Corps. 

There were but three public building bills 
passed—one of $25,000 for Lexington, Va., one 
of $75,000 for Brockton, Mass., and one of 
$60,000 for Grand Island, Neb. 

A few somewhat ancient private claim bills 
Were pussed, the most notable being that of 
William E. Woodbridge for the use of his alleged 
invention relating to projectiles for rifled can- 
non and that of James M. Willbur for tiling fur- 
nished for the Post Office Building in New-York 
some twenty years ago. 

The most important of all the bills passed was 
that for the better control of and to promote the 
safety of national banks. This was the bill 
passed by the House six or eight weeks ago, 
with amendments recommended by the Finance 
Committee, and with an additional amendment 
(ou by Mr. Hoar) establishing a stricter 
rule than now exists as to the bonds of cashiers 
and other officers. 


NEW NAVY INCREASE. 

The Naval Appropriation bill made no prog- 
ress to-day. Until late in the afternoon the 
House was occupied with other business, and 
when the bill was reached the discussion of the 
point of order on the Algiers dry dock clause 


was renewed. When the discussion had run 
out, Chairman Shively, (Dem., Ind.,) to the dis- 
appointment of Mr. Holman, (Dem., Ind.,) 
ruled that the item of $250,000 for the dry 
dock was proper under Rule 21, and was there- 
fore in order, and the point of order against it 
was overruled. 

As soon as this was decided, Mr. Holman 
opened a fight on the item for the increase of the 
navy. He proposed to strike out the paragraph 
ghee for the construction of a fust cruiser 

ike the New-York, 

Mr. Boutelle, (Rep., Me.,) for the minority, 
offered an amendment to provide for the build- 
ing of two 10,00U-ton battle ships and one 
torpedo cruiser of 700 tons. 

Mr. Herbert (Dem., Ala.,) contended for the 
one ship of the committee. 

After a squabbie it was agreed that the three 
sides should have two anda half hours each, 
and then the House adjourned. 

There are many members who desire the ex- 
tension of the navy. There are very few who 
are opposed to all extension. but there are 
many iriends of increase who are also econom- 
ical, and the probability is that, as matters 
stand, the compromise of the House will be 
upon something between the propositions of 
Mr. Holman and Mr. Boutelle. 


MR. MORGAN’S SILVER VIEWS. 

The resolutions heretofore offered by Mr. 
Stewart (Rep., Nev.,) calling on the Secretary 
of the Treasury for certain information as to 
the purchase of silver, the coinage of standard 
silver dollars, and the issue of Treasury notes, 


was taken up in the Senate to-day, and Mr. Mor- 
gan (Dem., Ala.) spoke in favor of the free 
coinage of silver, with a very small audience. 
Among other things he said: 

“Inthe event of a struggle with Great Britain, 
American resuurces of creuit would be very much 
cramped, and the people of the United States would 
have to look to their own internal forces for means 
to ca on war. The mines furnished $100,000,000 
of goid and silver every year—oue-third of it in gold. 
On this, paper money at the rate of $3 for $1, could 
be safely issued, so that the Government could have 
$300,000,000 a year for war, if it chuse to use it in 
that way. In ten years that would be $3,000,0 00,- 
000—such a fund as would not merely enable the 
people of the United States to bring every resource 
and power immediately into action for military or 
other ae ge but would draw to the country a 
commercial and financial power, the lice of which 
had not been had or enjoyed by any other Govern- 
ment in the world.” 

No action was taken on the resolution. 

MR. BRIDGMAN’S PETITION. 

Mr. Dawes (Rep., Mass.,) called the attention 
of the Senate to-day to a petition which he pre- 
sented, and which he said contained such re- 
markable statements that he felt bound to 
speak ofthem. He thereuponread the petition, 


which represented that the Indians (other than 
the civilized tribes) living on reservations were 
left without the protection of clvilizing and re- 
straining influences of iaw, and earnestly urged 
on Congress,that Jaw and the means‘of forcing 
it be provided at the present session for Indians 
and others living on Indian reservations, 

This petition, Mr. Dawes said, was signed by 
0.\D. W. Bridgman rector of Holy Trinity Church, 
Harlem, N-ewYork, and a large number of 
other people, each of whom gave his residence, 
It was manifest that the signers believed these 
atatements. The petition, however, was a 
printed one, 60 that it was equally manifest 
that the statements init were prepared by oth- 
ers. These statements were so far wide of the 
truth that he felt bound to contradict them. 
Neither the Executive nor Congress had left the 
Indians on reservations without the protection 
aud civilizing influences of law. 

CHINESE EXCLUSION BILL. 

Mr. Dolph (Rep., Oregon,) from the Commit- 
tee on Foreign Relations reported to the Senate 
to-day the House bill for the absolute prohibi- 
tion of the coming of Chinese into the United 
States with a substitute. He stated that the 
substitute was the bill passed by the Senate to 
continue in force for ten years all laws now in 
force prohibiting anG regulating the coming of 
Chinese persons aud persons of Chinese de- 
scent. 

It was the unanimous report of the commit- 
tee except as to one member who had not been 
present, but who, he believed, would also as- 
sent toit. He gave notice that he would try to 
have it taken up at the earliest possible mo- 
ment, because the present legislation excluding 
Chinese would expire May 4. ‘The bill went on 
the calendar.

SWEATING SYSTEM INQUIRY. 


THE COMMITTEE CONCLUDES TAKING 
TESTIMONY IN BOSTON. 


Bostoyx, April 13.—The hearing before the 
Congressional Committee on Sweating System 
was. resumed this morning. Congressman Hoar 
presided in the absence of Chairman Warner, 
who was obliged to go to New-York last night. 
Mr. Hoar stated that after mature deliberation 
yesterday the committee decided that no names 
of tirms would be allowed to be used, for it was 
manifestly unfair to single out firms because of 
a grievance by some witness, when the names 
of all could not be given. 

“ Yesterday,” said the Chairman, “we asked 
Secretary Crowley to go with us on a trip about 


the city and to show us one such tenement- 
house tailor shop ashe had described, and he 
could not point out one.” 

F. W. Jacques, a tailor in the employ of Mac- 
uller, Parker & Co., considered the most dia- 
bolical feature of sweating was that occasioned 
by the men who have no shop, and who get 
work and distribute it among the tenement- 
house contractors. When these original sweat- 
era get this work there is such a division of 
profits that it reduces the wage earner to some- 
thing almost inhuman. The witness believed 
that the manufacturers should be obliged to do 
their work in light and healthy rooms. 

Judge Taylor said: “ But we are afraid we 
cannot find any remedy, because the Conatitu- 
tion does not give us the power. Congress can- 
not interfere with a single room in Boston, or 
with what a person pays his hands or what he 
does not pay them. It can only attempt to con- 
trol the inter-State commerce in clothing. There 
is no need to take up themes, because we could 
no more change the conditions in these rooms 
than we could change the moon.” 

State Inspector John A. Griffin testified that 
he had found conditions so bad in some places 
as to be unfit not only for shops, but for human 
abode. The regular tenement-house sweat shop 
has been abolished in this as The finishers’ 
houses are inspected continually, and when bad 
conditions are found the manufacturers are 
notified and they refuse to give these people 
any more work. When a case of scariet fever is 
found, the room aud clothing are thoroughly 
fumigated. 

“ We have renovated,” he said, “ over 300 pri- 
vate houses in this city alone where finishing 
was being done. The sweating system can be 
found in the best shops. The evils of the sys- 
tem are not Bo great here, however, as in the 
tenements, on account of the better sanitary 
conditions. Reputable merchants here let a 
contract to New-York firms, but they are not 
aware that these contractors sublet them to ten- 
ement-house workers. 

“The national law calling for rigid inspec- 
tion and the placing of tags on goods made in 
tenement houses would, I think, remedy the 
sweating system. It is difficult to prove that 
disease can be carried in clothing. Licensing 
the places where finishers work would be of 
= assistance to the Inspectors, as they now 

ave to ferret out these people.”’ 

The hearing was declared closed. Mr. Hoar 
said the Boston clothing manufacturers had 
tiled objections to the Senate bill bearing on 
the making of clothing. 





TERRIFIED BY BOMBS. 


‘AN EXPLOSION IN VALENCIA~—A DIS- 
COVERY AT LUXEMBURG, 


MADRID, April 13.—Another bomb was ex- 
ploded in Valencia to-day, presumably by An- 
archists. Much damage was done to property, 
and the people are in a state of terror. 

The Prefect of Bilboa has received a large 
number of letters in which he is threatened with 
death forthe part he has taken in bringing 
about the arrestof Anarchists. The letters de- 
clare that the Anarchists will use dynamite to 
destroy the churches and other public buildings 
in the city. 

An attempt was made to-day to cause an 
explosion at the School of Architects in this 
city. The porter of the building found a petard 
with a burning fuse lying in the entrance of 
the school. He extinguished the fuse and no 
harm was done. 

LUXEMBURG, April 13.—Consternation was 
caused in the railway station here to-day by the 
discovery of two enormous dynamite bombs on 
a train which had just arrived from Brussels. 
They were of a size sufficient, had they ex- 
ploded, to have blown the train to atoms. Each 
of the bombs weighed forty-five pounds. 





PRINCE OF WALES'S FAMILY. 


A HUSBAND FOR PRINCESS VICTORIA— 
HEALTH OF OTHER CHILDREN. 


Lonpvox, April 13.—TZruth to-day says that 
there is a prospect of a marriage between 
Princess Victoria, second daughter of the Prince 
of Wales, and Grand Duke William, son of 
Adolf, Duke of Nassau and reigning Grand Duke 
of Luxemburg. 

Princess Victoria was born July 6, 1868. 
Grand Duke William was born April 22, 1852. 
He is a Major General in the Austrian Army, 
and will inherit enormous estates in Germany 
and Austria. He pow possesses a large fortune.

The strikers were desperate 
and a pitched battle followed, The gendarmes 
drew their sabres and struck right and left, 
while the strikers used sticks and stones as 
weapons. The gendarmes finally succeeded in 
dispersing the mob. Several gendarmes and 
rioters were severely hurt.

THE BIG FOUR WILL WITHDRAW. 


—————_~_>—__—_- 
A SPLIT IN THE CENTRAL TRAFFIC AS- 


SOCIATION ON GRAIN RATES, 


ORICAGO, April 13.—The stormiest session of the 
Central Traffio Association that has been held for 
two years came to an end at 7 o'clock this evening. 
The most important outcome of the lively discussion 
that has been going on all day was a notice given by 
Traffic Manager Murray of the Big Four that his 
road desired to immediately withdraw from the asso- 
ciation. The rock on which the association split was 
the question of whether grain rates should be re- 
duoed from Chicago and kindred junction points to 
the Atlantic seaboard. The Peoria lines are especial 
ly anxious for a reduction to meet the out rates of 
the lake and rail lines and the manipulations of 
some of the all-rgil routes, and they came into the 
metting witha demand that some action be taken 
to afford them immediate relief. 

The Big Four is more interested in traffic via 
Peoria than that via Chicago, and Tratiic Manager 
Murra ne peg a reduction in grain rate from the 
present basis of 46 cents per 100 pounds from Chi- 
cago to New-York to 20 cents. The majority of the 
Chicago roads ongeees) the reduction, arguing that 
such action would only invite further cuts by the 
boat lines and cause general demoralization without 
in the least protecting the revenues of the railroad. 
The proposition was voted down. Another resolu- 
tion was offered, providing for a reduotion to 
2249 cents. This was also voted down. Then it 
was that the Big Four gave notice of with- 
drawal from the association to take effect at 
once. Efforts were madeto induce Mr. Murray to 
reconsider his action, bat he refused to do so, declar- 
ing that his road had not received fair treatment and 
that it could better protect its own interests by cast- 
ing off the restrictions imposed by the association. 
This decision is regarded as a hasty one for the rea- 
son that the action of the meeting was merely in the 
nature of a recommendation. 

The question of whether grain rates shall be re- 
duced or not must be finally determined by a joint 
vote of the Central Traffic and unk Line Associa. 
tions. It is surmised that the Big Four will not 
wait for the joint decisian, but will proceed at once 
to make auch rates as it sees fit. 

Anothér matter before the meeting was the ques- 
tion of whether the lines there represented should 
prorate with the Northwestern roads on a re- 
duced basis of rates on certain commodities 
from S8t. Paul to Eastern points via Chicago 
to mest the rates vin the Soo Line and Canadian 
Pacific. Since the Chicago and Grand Trunk en- 
tered into such an arrangement with the Northwest- 
ern roads it has been getting the bulk of this traffic, 
and the other Eastern lines, which have heretofore 
refused to stand any portion of a reduction in 
through rates, are now eager to be included in the 
prorating arrangement. A resolution was adopted 
providing for a conference with their Western con- 
nections with that end in view. 


PROPOSE TO AMEND THE LAW. 

WASHINGTON, April 13.—The fourth annual con- 
vention of State Railroad Commissioners began its 
sessions in the rooms of the Inter-State Commerce 
Commission this morning. Nearly all of the States 
were represented, Mr. E. P. Jarvey of South Caro- 
lina called the convention to order and was subse- 
quently elected Chairman. After the appointment 
of a Committee on Order of Business, Secretary 


Mosely read a letter from Judge Cooley, in which 

he expressed his earnest sympathy with the objects 

of the convention and his deep regretthat be was 

aae te be present and take part in its delibera- 
ons. 

Mr. W. O. Seymour of Connecticut, Chairman, 
read the report of the Committee on Uniformity in 
Railway Accounting appointed at the last conven- 
tion. The only other report made at the morning 
session was read by Chairman William B. Fleming 
of Kentneky. The question discussed in this report 
was “‘ Reasonable Rates.” After an elaborate dis- 
cussion of the whole subject, the committee, in con- 
—s its report, recommend to Congress that the 
Inter-State Commerce act be so amended as to pro- 
vide: First, that the railroads shall try their case in 
the courts upon the evidence introduced before the 
commission; second, that as between the parties the 
findings of the commission shall, in equity proceed- 
ings, have the force and effect of a Master's report in 
chancery; third, that the said commission be author. 
ized to employ competent counsel to represent it 
in any litigation it may cause to be instituted 
under said act. 

This report will be discussed by the convention to- 
morrow. :

NEW CALIFORNIA ROAD. 

SAN FRANCISCO, April 13.—The Chronicle to-day 
Says: ‘‘A number of the wealthiest men of this city 
have been meeting for the past six montls con- 
sidering plans and seubscribing money to com- 
mence the construction of a competing railroad. 
They have pledged themselves to build a road be- 
tween this city and Salt Lake. Each of them has 
agreéd to putup the sum of $100,000, and each has 
already paid into a local bank the aum of $26,000 in 
cash. The men engaged in this enterprise are Alvin 
Z. Hayward, W. 8. Hobert, James G. Fair, James 
Phelan, A. L. MHollidis, W. W. Montague, 
Adam Grant, Joseph Donohue, J. D. Stetson, 
and many others. In the agreement signed 
by these men they pledge themselves to 
build the road and agree not to sell the road or to 
enter into any trafiic agreement with any competing 
line for a period of at least ten years from the time 
the road is completed. Engineers are in the field at 
the present moment, and the preliminary surveys 
have been submitted to the Executive Committee. 
The $3,000,000 cash has been subscribed, and the 
balance of the money required will be raised by 
floating bonds and selling stock of the company. 
Alvin Z. Hayward in an interview admitted that he 
was interested in this enterprise, but declined to say 
anything further on the suipect.”

A BELT LINE IN NEW-ORLEANS. 

NEW-ORLEANS, April 13.—This city is likely to 
have a belt roadatlast. The Council, with only a week 
more of life, after an unfavorable report by a com- 
mittee, called up an ordinance granting a belt fran- 
chise to Adolph Screiber and others and passed it by 
@ vote of 19 to 7. Private capital has heretofore 
been chary of investing in such an enterprise with- 
out the co-operation of the railroads, and the latter 
wanted a belt road in their own interests, owned by 
themselves, and in streets very close to the heart of 
the city. The railroad companies, all but the Louis- 
ville and Nashville, combined two years ago to build 
a belt line, but there was a popular protest against 
giving them the streets that they desired and the 
project was abandoned. 

r. Screiber and his associates took up the route 
in the rear of P city, to which there Was not so 
much objection, and pulled the ordinance through. 
The railroad companies made a vigorous objection, 
and to-day called on the Mayor in the hope of in- 
ducing him to veto the measure, but Mayor Shake.

MAGAZINE GUN 


sosshllidienialied 
TO MEET EARLY IN MAY IN THIS CITY 
TO MAKE TESTS. 


The Magazine Gun Board, which has been 
ordered to meetin this city May 5, was organ- 
ized by the Secretary of War in 1890 for the 
purpose of testing and recommending a suitable 
magazine system for the rifles and carbines in 
use in the army. The duties of the board also 
include a study of the various smokeless 
powders invented in this country and else- 
where. 

The last-named duty has been concluded, and 
the board is now engaged in the test of maga- 
zine guns, which it will take up in this city May 
5. The delay in arriving at a selection of an ef- 
ficient arm is due to the failure of American in- 
ventors to submit their models for testing. 

The Lee-Speed rifle, now experimentally in 
use in the British Army, the Danish Mannlicher, 
in use in the Austrian Army, and the Schmidt, 
in use in the Swiss Army, have all been tested 
without satisfactory results. Several American 
inventors have announced their intention of sub- 
mitting models at the next meeting, when more 
satisfactory results may be reache

BODY OF AN UNKNOWN MAN FOUND 

MIDDLETOWN, N. Y., April 13.—The recent 
finding by two trout fishermen of the body of 
an unknown young man floating in the waters 
of the Basha’s-Kill, a tributary of the Neversink 
River, offers for solution a case of exceptional 
mystery.

THE REDWOOD FORESTS.

A LARGE NUMBER OF ENTRIES DEe 
CLARED TO BE FRAUDULENT. 


WASHINGTON, April 13.—Secretary Noble to- 
day rendered animportant decision in the case 
of the United States against Richard Allard and 
others, involving the validity of forty timber 
land entries made by various parties in 1883 
under the act of June 3, 1878, at the Humboldt 
(Cal.) Land Office and of one pre-emption entry 
made in the same year and at the same office. 

The lands in controversy are covered by dense 
forests of valuable redwood timber, the trees 
being from 10 to 18 feet in diameter and on an 
average of 132 feet in height. The local officers, 
in tneir decision, found that the entries were 
fraudulent; that there was “ atter want of good 
faith,” and recommended “the cancellation of 
each and all of the entries.” On appeal this de- 
cision was affirmed by the Commissioner of the 
General Land Ottice. 

The Secretary reviews at great length the evi- 
dence submitted, and finds that the entries in 
question, except in the case of Daniel Camp- 
bell, “ were not made for their exclusive use 
and benefit, butin the interest of others, and 
were bold attempts to secure titles from the Gov- 
ernment to large bodies of these valuable red- 
wood lands in direct violation of tae express 
provision of thelaw.” The judgment of the 
Commissioner canceling ali of the entries save 
that of Campbell is affirmed. The case is re- 
ferred back for further inquiry.

The Democratic majority in the Assembly 
yesterday held firmly together, and, with 
scant regard for the rights of the minority 
pushed through, under the operation of the 
previous question, its three most important 
partisan measures—the Congressional Re- 
apportionment bill, already passed by the 
Senate, the Tammany Election Inspectors 
bill, and the Foley Excise bill. The Reap- 
portionment bill was rendered unfair by 
the changes made in it at Hriv’s dictation 
before it passed the Senate, but the changes 
affect only a few districts, and donot make 
it worse as a “‘ gerrymander” than most 
reapportionment bills have been in recent 
times, whichever party may have had the 
framing of them. This is no excuse, how- 
ever, for the partisan unfairness display ed 
in it. The Foley Excise bill is sim- 
ply a Democratic measure for the regula- 
tion of and while 
it is altogether to that 
trafiic, it is in every respect an improve- 


the liquor traffic, 


too favorable 
ment on the present law and does away 
with its inconsistencies. By far the most 
iniquitous of the measures passed is that’ 
which provides for requcing the number of 
Election Inspectors in this city from four 
to three in each district and for securing 
to the Tammany organization two of these 
in all cases. This is calculated to break 
down an important safeguard for fair and 
honest elections, and is wholly without 
excuse. Tammany cannot claim that the 
present law has not worked fairly or that 
it has been deprived of any advantage to 
which it was entitled. It can have no 
honest motive in secking a preponderance 
for itself in the election boards, which 
ought to be strictly non-partisan. 





The overturn in the Jersey City municipal 
election on Tuesday was a surprise to most 
people, though Col. WANSER, the success- 
ful candidate for Mayor, professes to have 
expected it. He claims it as a triamph of 
reform over corruption, and declares that 
it would have been greater but for fraud 
and repeating in behalf of MoDsRMorTT. 
But MoDzrmorr was himself clearly 
pledged to a reform policy, and had in- 
ourred the resentment and enmity of the 
**boodlers” and the ballot-box stuffing 





element. Itis likely that these aided in 
his defeat, but itis probably true that the 
odium produced by ring rule under Mayor 
CLEVELAND’s administration led most of 
the decent citizens to vote against the 
Democratic candidate. Col. WaANsER comes 
in at all events as a reform candidate and 
we hope with reform professions and 
pledges, and he will be held to his prom- 
ises. We shall see whether there will be 
such a regeneration of affairs in Jersey City 
as the Mayor elect so confidently proclaims. 
SanERREEEEEEEa? 

The House Naval Committee has drawn 
up an interesting set of tables to show the 
fluctuations of our country in its relative 
rank as a naval power. It appears that just 
before the civil war we stood sixth among 
the nations in this respect, but that after 
that war we dropped steadily and fardown. 
Half a dozen years ago there were eighteen 
navies stronger than ours, including those 
of Denmark, Argentina, Chile, and Portu- 
gal. The committee only thinks it worth 
while to mention two as below us at that 
time, those of Peru and Mexico. However, 
when the ships now building are completed 
we are to be seventh on the list, with Great 
Britain, France, Italy, Russia, Germany, 
and Spain ahead of us; and it is the 
opinion of the committee that we ought to 
go on and surpass the two last. The trouble 
is, however, that its own bill does not im- 
pose on the present session a full share of 
the work thus in prospect. Other countries 
go on building ships, and some of them do 
not limit themselves to one new vessel in a 
year, as the pending bill proposes, 














The Congressional committee has closed 
its inquiry into the ‘‘sweating” system in 
the clothing trade in Boston. The testi- 
mony given before it was conflicting, but 
some of the members of the committee are 
convinced that there is sufficient evidence 
of evil to warrant Congressional action, 
Federal inspection and the requirement of 
tags on all clothing made in tenement 
houses being the plan suggested. What- 
ever the evil may be, and probably it is 
really serious in all large cities, this remedy 
would be found completely inefiicacious. 
The Federal Government has not, and 
ought not, to create the machinery needed 
for inspection adequate to the enforcement 
of such arequirement. To trace every gar- 
ment offered for sale in the markets of the 
country through the various hands that 
had worked upon it would’ reqnire a force 
of Inspectors as large as the standing army 
of the United States. Even then the con- 
dition imposed would amount to little, for 
it is quite possible that tailoring may be 
done in tenement houses at decent prices 
and under healthy conditions. 








The London Times should, at any cost, 
employ an able-bodied foolkiller and dis- 
patch him to Buenos Ayres to take care of 
its special correspondent at that point. 
This is the scribe who a few weeks ago 
gravely described a mission by Admiral 
WALKER to negotiate a treaty with the 
Argentine Republic by which the United 
States should undertake to protect that 
State in case it repudiated its foreign in- 
debtedness. That effort was discussed in 
the press of London with great solemnity, 
and the injury to the reputation sure 
to follow such an arrangement was pointed 
out in the most condescending manner. 
The correspondent, encouraged by this evi- 
dence of confidence at home, is proceeding 
with his grotesque business. He has man- 
aged to get an Argentine newspaper to 
take the matter up, and is telegraphing its 
articles to his journalin London. We do 
not know precisely how much reputation 
for common sense the Times still enjoys in 
England, but ifit has enough to be worth 
saving it will provide promptly for the 
extinction of this correspondent. 

THE DEMAND FOR CLEVELAND. 

Each new Democratic State Convention 
gives fresh evidence of the popular demand 
in the party for the nomination of CLEVE- 
LAND as its candidate for President. At 
Harrisburg yesterday the delegates of the 
Pennsylvania Democracy were enthusias- 
tic and well-nigh unanimous in giving voice 
tothis demand. The few malcontents, rep- 
resented by the Wallace faction, were 
overwhelmed and virtually silenced by the 
unmistakable evidence of the popular 
preference, The platform presents CLEVE- 
LAND as the candidate desired by the Demo- 
crats of Pennsylvania, and instructs the 
delegates to the National Convention to 
act as @ unitin carrying outits behests. 
This isthe more significant becauseitleaves 
to that State no second choice, though 
its own Democratic Governor had the 
highest claim to consideration as a 
“favorite son.” Gov. PaTTison, like Gov. 
RUSSELL of Massachusetts, was ready 
to recognize the fact that the one great 
issue of the coming canvass was em- 
bodied in the candidacy of ex-Presi- 
dent CLEVELAND as in that of no 
other man, and that he is the nat- 
ural and logical standard. bearer for the 
contest. These two men represent the 
best tendencies of their party, and each 
has an enviable record for reform in meth- 
ods of administration and in party policy, 
and their success exemplifies the wisdom of 
making a plain, clear issue and courageous- 
ly standing by it. It was to be expected 
that Democrats of the type which they 
represent would refuse to encourage any 
factional differences and join heartily in 
the movement for CLEVELAND’s nomina- 
tion. 

It looks now as though all sorts and con- 
ditions of Democrats would be speedily 
drawn by the current of popular enthu- 
siasm to join in the demand that comes 
from the mass of the party all over the 
country. Amongthe politicians who would 
have preferred to see a man nominated 
who would consentto use the public patron- 
age to reward party service and strengthen 
party machinery are Senators Brice of 
Ohio and GorMAN of Maryland. Probably 
they do not now see that if their ideas 
could be carried out in the control of 
nominations the chance of party suc- 
cess would be ruined, but they do see 
that it is impossible to carry out 
their ideas. They recognize that Crevx- 
LAND’s past record, his integrity of pur- 
pose and courageous convictions, his lack 
of self-seeking and his devotion to the 
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highest qood of his party aud of the people, 


have produced such admiration of his char- 
acter that he is pre-eminently the one 
strong candidate with whom victory would 
be assured. They have lately given evi- 
dence of their recognition of the popular 
demand and have made known their con- 
viction that the best policy of the Demo- 
cratic Party is to accept CLEVELAND as its 
candidate, 

After the action of the Democrats of 
Massachusetts and Pennsylvania it is 
doubtful whether any State will venture 
to present a favorite son of itsown. Sen- 
ator PaLMER of Illinois is at heart a Cleve- 
land man, and can hardly aspire to be a 
rival of the ex-President as a representa- 
tive of the issues which he so conspicuous- 
ly embodies, and it is probable that the 
Democratic Convention of his State will, 
with his assent, join in the demand for 
CLEVELAND. The Democrats of Iowa will 
doubtless be content to present Gov. Borzs 
for the second place on the ticket. GRay 
of Indiana has practically disappeared 
as an aspirant, and long before the 
National Convention meets the “boom” 
of Hit will be lost in the darkness of ob- 
livion. It is already sinking out of sight 
dnd out of bearing. It is within the bounds 
of probability that the delegation pro- 
duced by the “snap convention” of Feb- 
ruary will be carried away by the popular 
current and join in the acclaim for CLEvE- 
LAND in the end. The men who supported 
HI at that time must see now the hope- 
lessness of his case, but it will become still 
more plain when the Democracy of the 
State shall give voice to its real preference 
at a convention in May in which that voice 
cannot be stifled. 

Mr. Witi1aM C. Wurtney, in an inter- 
view which we present this morning, speaks 
of the significant parallelism between the 
present situation and that of 1876. This 
has occurred to many and has been referred 
to before. But thereis this difference be- 
tween the two cases. Mr. OLEVELAND has 
a record as President and is more widely 
known and stands higher in the public con- 
fidence the country over than Tirpren did 
in 1876. Atno time before the Negtional 
Convention of that year was there so clear 
and unmistakable a demand for TILDEN’s 
nomination as there is for CLEVELAND'S 
now. The opposition to TILDEN in this 
State, springing from his fight against the 
Tweed ring and the canal ring, was 
far more bitter and deep-rooted than 
any hostility to CLEVELAND. In fact, 
hostility to CLEVELAND can hardly be said 
to exist in this State. The antagonism to 
him that has existed grew out of the 
ambition of H1rz and the support given to 
it by those over whom HI had acquired 
ascendency, but with the disappearance of 
HILL as a real factor in the contest for the 
nomination the antagonism to CLEVELAND 
is likely to subside. There are few Demo- 
crats in the State who will cling to the 
fallen fortunes of HILL or consent merely 
to serve the ends of his resentment. Even 
those who would have been glad of his 
success must admit his failure, and few of 
them are likely to resist the tide of senti- 
ment that is sweeping so strongly in favor 
of CLEVELAND. 

THE REORGANIZED NEW-YORK 
LIFE. 


The work of reorganizing the New-York 
Life Insurance Company, begun by THE 
Timgs in June last, and culminating in 
the ejection of Brzrs and the electton of 
Mr. McOaut in his place two months ago, 
was continued and confirmed at the annual 
election of Trustees yesterday, and in 
the reinstatement of Mr: THEODORE 
M. Banta as cashier of the com- 
pany. The election of the Trustees 
who were named yesterday establishes Mr. 
McCatu firmly in the President’s chair and 
in the control of the great business of the 
company. He has now a Board of Trustees 
a majority of whom are loyal to him. They 
have his confidence and he has theirs in 
the highest degree. Moreover, the new 
men whom he has brought into the board 
are men of such substance and standing 
that they bring not only new blood but 
new and greater strength to the company. 
Mr. McoCat. could give to the policy hold- 
ers ofthe New-York Lifeno higher guarantee 
of his competence, no more convincing as- 
surance of his good repute in the business 


“community than by inducing such men as 


ex-Secretary WHITNEY, ex-Secretary Farr- 
CHILD, ex-Mayor Grace, Col. A. G. Pars, 
Judge Hiram R. SrezL_n, Woopsury 
LANGDON, and Epmunp D. RaNnpDoLpPH to 
take part with him, as Trustees, in the 
management of the company. If President 
McCatr/s standing had not been of the 


highest, if his reputation in the business’ 


of insurance had not been of the best, it 
hardly need be said that these gentlemen 
would not have consented to associate 
their names and their efforts with his. 

The election of these new Trustees chosen 
by Mr. McCat and by the committee of 
policy holders, with Messrs. BaLpWIn, 
MortTIMER, and Lewis of the old board, 
re-elected yesterday, and three or four 
other members of the board holding over 
who are in sympathy with the new Presi- 
dent, give Mr. McOa.r full control, with the 
certainty of loyal support. The Trustees 
who have gone out are Messrs. Loomis 
L. WuHiTE, WEEKS, STEARNS, MARTIN, CoL- 
LINs, and BrrErs, the deposed President, 
whose term of office and whose active con- 
nection with the company terminated 
yesterday. Itcannot be denied that they 
have given place to better men. 

Two announcements made by President 
McCaLt yesterday will convince policy 
holders and the public that the severance 
of the policy of the new President from the 
policy of the old President is absolute and 
complete, and that the evil influence of 
BgeErs will no longer be felt at any point 
in the management. These announce- 
ments were that Mr. Tomopore M. BANTA 
had been restored to the service of the 
company as cashier, and that the pension 
voted to Brerrs by his collusive compan- 
ions in the old Board of Trustees would 
not be paid unless Brrrs could persuade 
the courts to orderits payment. The name 
of Mr. Banta is the symbol of uprightness 
in the management of the company; His 
rugged honesty, his refusal to be even a 
silent w itness of rascality, and his courage 
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in “ quarreling with his bread and butter”. 
by exposing the crimes of the Beers dy- 
nasty led to his distharge by the old Board 
of Trustees. It must be confessed that his 
integrity and their turpitude were incom- 
patible, but their action showed that they 
feared as well as hated him. Mr. MoOatt’s 
reinstatement of Mr. Banta gives tho 
policy holders the full assurance they have 
waited for and expected that the reor- 
ganized company is to be managed in a 
businesslike and honorable way, which is 
the way that best serves their interests. 

Mr. McCatt acts wisely in deciding to 
force BEERS to get his pension by order of 
court if at all. The contract made by the 
old board isa strong one. It will hold if 
the Trustees had any power to make such 
a contract, which is very doubtful. Mr. 
McOat’s doubts on that point must be 
judicially settled before any payment will 
be made. For one thing, Brrrs will 
render no service. Mr. McCatit makes no 
concealment of his desire to have nothing 
whatever to do with the ex-President. He 
frankly says that he does not want to see 
him, does not want him around the office. 
If Mr. Beers enforces payment, therefore, 
it will be the payment of a bald gratuity. 

Mr. MoCa.v’s avowed disposition toward 
his predecessor leads us to receive with in- 
credulity Trustee HoRNBLOWER’s state- 
ment that Mr. BEERS went out of the board 
yesterday ‘because he did not care to con- 
tinue as Trustee any longer.” But Mr, 
HoRNBLOWER is of course just as good 
a Beers man as ever. As Trustee 
and as counsel he was too deeply 
implicated in the “errors” that cost 
Beers his head to make it either possible 
or prudent for him to falter in his loyalty 
to the ex-President. Of course, this makes 
Mr. HORNBLOWER’S continuance on the 
board a grave personal and professional 
impropriety. But the same may be 
said of several other Trustees, and we 
suppose their common insensitiveness to 
the demands of propriety gives them mut- 
ual aid and support in maintaining an im- 
possible position. 
now dono harm, as President McCatt has 
the full sympathy and support of a ma- 
jority of the board. 

The New-York Life is now again in a 
position to command respect and confi- 
dence. Its affairs are in the hands of able 
and honest men. The policy holders may 
trust them fully, and the business of the 
company ought once more to take on its 
old habit of prosperous and solid growth. 


REPEAL THE SPEEDWAY LAW 

There is, we think, no good reason to 
doubt that Tammany just now sincerely 
desires the repeal of the Speedway bill. 
That fact isnotin the least creditable to 
Tammany, which is responsible for the 
outrageous scheme and forits enactment, 
and it can make amends only by se- 
curing the repeal. It shows merely 
that. Tammany is not at present dis- 
posed to put the scheme through in defi- 
ance of publioindignation. Mr. WEBSTER, 
the Chairman of the Committee on Cities, 
did yesterday what he ought to have done 
a week ago, and what would have been 
effective if he had done if a week ago. 

Mr. WzBsTER is justly alarmed for the 
effect of his shuffling course on his con- 
stituents, and they ought toshow him that 
his alarmis much more judicious than the 
line of conduct by which he has earned 
their condemnation. The conduct of the 
representatives of the trotting men in en- 
deavoring to prevent the Assembly from 
repealing the law against which the 
public has unanimously protested stamps 
both the representatives and their prin- 
cipals as public enemies. They now ap- 
pear, not as fanatical and unreasonable 
connoisseurs of trotting horses merely, but 
as men who are deliberately and knowing- 
ly engaged in a scheme to convert public 
property to their private uses. The people 
of this city have along account to settle in 
this matter. Meanwhile, the thing for 
Tammany to do is to secure the repeal of 
the bill 

We print an interesting and what, in 
other circumstances, would be.a pertinent 
and suggestive letter from Mr..

“SENATOR” HILL. 

When Gov. Hit took an election to the 
Senate from a Legislature which he con- 
trolled as absolutely as, at the opening of 
the session, he controlled the present one, 
there were various views entertained of his 
motives. None of these views, we are 
bound to say, was particularly flattering 
to him. To some observers of his career 
it seemed that he was doubtful of his 
ability to reach a higher stage from his 
standpoint at the time, and that he was 
willing to abide in the semi-obscurity of 
the United States Senate the day when he 
could safely enter on a contest for higher 
honors. To others it appeared that he 
thought the Senate a promising vantage 
ground from which to press his plans for 
immediate advancement. No one imagined, 


however, that he would so soon and so 


conspicuously ‘manifest his utter disregard 
of the obligations of the office and his con-. 


tempt for the traditions that have hereto-. 


fore obtained at least a show of respect 
from those holding seats in the Senate. 
New-York has had a considerable variety 
of Senators, of some of whom the names 
even are recalled with difficulty, while 
others have shed lustre not only on the 
State but on the Republic. But New-York 
has never had a Senator who so completely 
misrepresented her éharacter and the as- 
pirations of her people as Mr. H1Lw. does, 
She has had men of no great capacity in 
the Senate; she has had those who gave: 


Fortunately they can’ 
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to) tek a 6 of their ti ‘é5 and ¢ a 


to mere partisan and factional politics. She 


has even had those whose personal charac-: 


ter left something to be desired. She 
never had one before who openly scouted 
the duties of the office and disdained to 
perform the emallest.of them. 

Mr. Hixt has declared that he does not 
find enough for a Senator to do to interest 
him. There have been many questions be- 
fore the Senate since he has been a member 
of it which will hardly seem beneath the 
notice of any American citizen, and least 
of all one to whom his State has intrusted 
one of the two votes accorded to each State 
by the Constitution. They have not inter- 
ested Mr. Hint. The Senate has had un- 
der discussion several treaties, notably 
one which was believed to involve the 
friendly feeling between the United 
States and Great Britain. New-York, 
by her extent, her population, her sit- 
uation, and her vast commerce, is more 
intimately interested in any question 
of foreign policy than any other State. 
There is nothing to show that Mr. Hiri 
ever heard of the Bering Sea question. 
The Senate has had before it various bills 
affecting the currency, the banking sys- 
tem, the coinage, the public debt, and the 
general financial business of the country. 
New-York is the acknowledged commer- 
cial and financial centre of the country, 
and has more at stake in the legisla- 
tion of Congress on such subjects than 
any two States of the Union. To Mr. 
Hitt they present no attraction and 
suggest no duty. It is probable that he 
is mentally incapable of forming intelli- 
gible views regarding them and it is cer- 
tain that he is morally insensible to the 
obligation todo so. He has found time to 
make excursions into the South for pur- 
poses wholly unconnected with national 
interests. He has had leisure to visit 
Albany repeatedJy and for considerable 
periods, and to try to dictate the course of 
the Legislature on such questions as 
the water supply of that city and the 
charter of Cohoes. He has found no 
time or has manifested no inclination to 
study the questions to be acted on in the 
Senate, to attend to the work of commit- 
tees to which he has been appointed by his 
Democratic friends, or often to record his 
vote on the Journal of the Senate. So far 
as we recall, the only matters in which he 
has concerned himself have been the Post- 
mastership of Elmira and the unfounded 
claim to a seatin the House by the Demo- 
cratic candidate from his own district. 

We are not prepared to say that the 
country or the State has lost much by Mr. 
Hirv’s persistent. and impudent neglect 
of his duties as a Senator. There is no rea- 
son to suppose that he would have per- 
formed them intelligently or honestly had 
he chosen to undertake them at all. There 
iseven reason tor congratulation that he 
has ignored them in order to make agon- 
vincing demonstration of his unfitness for 
the higher office which his unbounded am- 
bition and vanity inspire him to seek. 
But it is equally certain that the country 
and the State would be very much advan- 
taged if a better man than Mr. Hiri 
was in his place, and the fact 
that he would be practically’ worthless 
as a Senator is hardly an exouse 
for his refusal to do the work of 
a Senator. His course is a most flagrant 
and intolerable insult to his own party, for 
it proceeds upon the naked assumption that 
it does not wish in a national leader, such 
as Mr. Hiri thinks that he is, ability or 
fidelity, oreven a ‘pretense of understand- 
ing the rudiments of the public business 
intrusted to his care. It may indeed be 
that a career like Mr. H1L1’s commends it- 
self to the admiration and sympathy of 
the lower order of political workers 
in the Democratic Party, as Quay’s 
career does to a like class in the 
Republican Party, and these admirers, 
within natrow limits and on a small 
scale, can give power and influence to 
men like Quay or Hitn. But the party 
throughout the Nation cannot be made to 
like or to endure such a character. The 
more completely it is evinced, the less 
likely is the party to tolerateit. Mr. Hin 
will surely discover in the long run that, 
so far from trusting or being willing to 
follow him, his party finds in his cynical 
contempt for the responsibilities of his 
present office conclusive reason for deny- 
ing him any more important.

THE CITY CLUB. 

Tho-first meeting of the City Club last 
evening was an event thatis noteworthy 
and that-ought to become memorable. It 
is the first attempt within living memory 
to organize the taxpayers of New-York as 
the taxeaters are already organized. It is 
the first attempt, that is to say, to do 
this comprehensively, systematically,.and 
durably, and otherwise than as the-result 
of a rush of emotion and to effect some im- 
mediate purpose, 

It is a very great and a very worthy effort. 
Whether it will succeed or not is a question 
that must depend upon the spirit:in-which 
and the wisdom with which-it shall be con- 
ducted. “The remnant,” arrayed in even- 
ing clothes, cannot of itself carry munic- 
ipal elections. That is the province of 
‘“‘numbers.” Nobody doubts that the 
people of New-York who are in favor of 
honest and efficient local government 
outnumber those who arein favor of cor- 
rupt and inefficient local government, 
and yet Mr. Huan J. Grant is the,Mayor 
of New-York by popular election. The 
problem of municipal reformers is to make 
the vague desire for good government of 
the great mass of the people operativein 
municipal politics, so that it shall overbear 
the smaller number, but much more in- 
tense and immediate interest, of those who 
are interested in maintaining a bad gov- 
ernment, 

It is very satisfactory to observe that 
none of the speakers at the meeting last 
evening seemed to be under any illusion 
upon this point. Mr. CarTeR and Mr. 
Hewitr and Mr. Root impressed upon 
their hearers that, unless all good citizens 
could be enlisted in the gnovement, the 
movement would fail, and that the practi- 
cal question was the problem of enlisting 
all good citizens and making the olub 


the nacleus of an organization that- 





should cover and comprehend the whole 
city and all classes of citizens. It is neces- 
sary tomake people realize the difference 
between good and bad municipal govern- 
ment. It is not too much to say that this 
difference is greater, to any inhabitant of 
New-York, than the difference in the polit- 
ical control of the State or of the United 
States. Yet, so far does sentiment prevail 
over interest that municipal questions are 
invariably postponed to questions of gen- 
eral politics, State and national, by the 
voters themselves, 

The first thing needful is, therefore, to 
separate local politics from general politics. 
At present they are so closely associated 
that there is some hazard to the success of 
the Democratic Party in national affairs in 
attacking what pretends to be the Demo- 
cratic Party in local affairs. It is for this 
reason that honest and ambitious men of 
political aspirations in both parties are 
especially needed in the organization of 
such a club. We are afraid that itis for 
this reason that such men have generally 
held aloof from it. If all active and ambi- 
tious men are prepared to surrender 
good municipal government for the tri- 


‘umph of their respective parties, the case 


for good municipal government is hopeless, 
unless municipal affairs are put in sucha 
position that the surrender cannot be 
made. This involves a complete divorce of 
the municipal business from politics, not 
only inthe date of elections, but in the po- 
litical organization. Thereis no good reason 
why every honest politician in New-York 
should not be a member of the City Club. 
By this phrase, self-contradictory as it 
seems, we mean every man, of either 
party, who has honorable and legitimate 
ambitions for the public service. The only 
people who are really debarred from mem- 
bership in such a club are the men who ex- 
pect to live by the misdirection of the 
municipal taxes, Thatitis the object of 
the club to prevent, and it arrays such 
persons against it from the beginning. 
Butitisalso the object of the club tomake it 
glearly appear that a citizen’s preference for 
high tariff or low tariff, centralization or 
decentralization, Republicanism or De- 
mocracy, has nothing whatever to do with 
his interest in clean and well-paved strects, 
well-kept parks preserved from spoliation, 
improved intramural transit, and the effi- 
ciency and honesty of every member of the 
Municipal Government.

Hewas special counsel 
for the clty and for Controller Andrew H, 
Green.

GEN. GEORGE STARK. 

Gen. George Stark, formerly Manager of the 
Boston and Lowell Rallroad, and at one time 
Vice President and General Manager of the 
Northern Pacific Railroad, died yesterday at 
Nashua, N. H. He was Sixty-nine years oid, 


and was descended from Major Gen. John 
Stark, the hero of Bennington, his father, Fred- 
erick, being the third sonof Germ Stark.

WILLIAM EDGAR. 

William Edgar, General Passenger Agent of 
the Grand Trunk Railway, and one of the most 
widely-known railroad men in the country, died

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BANTA IS IN, BEERS IS OUT 


THE REJUVENATION OF THE NEV- 
YORE LIFE COMPLETED. 








ELECTION OF SEVEN NEW TRUSTEES, 
ALL GOOD MEN—THE FAITHFUL 
CASHIER REINSTATED —NO MORE 
SINECURES NOR BONUSES. 

The final confusion and rout of the Beers fac- 
tion in the New-York Life Insurance Company 
took place yesterday at the annua! election of 
Trustees of that company held at the company’s 
offices, 346 and 348 Broadway. 

Theodore M. Banta, the former cashier of the 
company, who was dismissed by Mr. Beers be- 
cause of his alleged participation in the ex- 
posures of the company’s mismanagement, was 
reinstated by President McCall and will resume 
his duties this morning at 9 o’clock. 

Mr. Beers, who for thirty-three years has 
been a more or less imposing and terrifying 
factor at the company’s annua! elections was 
not present at yesterday's meeting. Indeed, he 
has not been seen in the company’s offices for 





@ month, and it is altogether probable that he | 


will never be seen there again. Certainly he is 
not wanted, and equally certain is it that the 


company under Mr. MoCall’s management is | 


amply prepared to prosper asit never prospered 
under Mr. Beers’s. 

- The most important fact to be brought out in 
connection with yesterday's election is the ab- 
solute harmony that prevails between the pres- 
ent managementand the policy holders, who 
have been represented throughout the recent 
controversies by Gen. Henry W. Slocum’s com- 
mittee of seventy. The ticket elected yester- 
day was one that Gen. Slocum’s committee ap- 
proved no less warmly than did President Mc- 
Call.  Ex-Mayor W. R. (race takes the place of 
Trustee William H. Beers, and Judge Hiram R. 
Steele of Steele & Dickson, 40 Wail Street, takes 
the place of John N. Stearns. ©. C. Baldwin, 
Walter H. Lewis, and Henry C. Mortimer have 
been re-elected to the Board of Trustees. 

It may seem surprising to some of the policy 
holders of the company that the last named 
three gentlemen, mombers of the old Beers 

oard, should have been re-elected, but the fact 

6 explaived on the ground that they were the 
only three members of that board who opposed 
the voting of a pension to President Beers, and 
because of the further fact that they have been 
actively engaged in assisting President McCall 
in his efforts to restore order where Mr. Beers 
left chaos. 

Another important incident of yesterday’s 
meeting was the resignation of Edward Mar- 
tin and Robert B. Collins, two of President 
Beers’s appointees who held salaried posi- 
tions which were in reality sineoures. Mr. 
Martin, whose name was meutioned many times 
during the course of the exposure of President 
Beers’s mismanagement, held the office of In- 
spector of Keal kstate, whatever that means. 

e received $10,000 for his services, Mr. Col- 
lins was one of the oldest members of the Beers 
board and one of the least objectionable. He 
drew a salary of $3,000 a year, however, and as 
that also was a sinecure Mr. McCall found it 
necessary to ask for his resignation. In this 
way $13,000 a year is saved the company, and 
the office staffia rid of two apparently useless 
members. ; 

Ata meeting of the Board of Trustees held 
while the election was pending, President Mo- 
Call announced the restoration of Mr. Banta, 
and although several of the Trustees were pres- 
ent who sanctioned that officér’s removal, the 
announcement was received with upanimons 
approbation. Col. W. L. Strong and Trustees 
Baidwin, Lewis, and Mortimer are among those 
who have come to see the wisdom of President 
McCal’s action in restoring Mr. Banta. 

The Trustees at yesterday’s meeting elected 
Hugh & Thompson, at present one of the Civil 
Service Commissioners appointed by President 
Harrison, as Controller of the company. 

Yesterday’s election was a novelty in its way. 
The history of the New-York Liie Insurance 
Company under Beers furnishes no precedent 
to the scene enacted there yesterday. it was 
Mr. Beers’s custom in the old days, when he 
had everybody gripped firmly by the throat, to 
announces the forthcoming election in a single 
newspaper and in an obscure column whbere 
nobody ever saw it. He would not have an- 
nounced tie elections at all but for the fact that 
the law reguired him to do 60. When the day 
of the election came round he would oall in a 
few clerks from tle office who happened to be 
policy holders, deposit his trunk full of proxies 
in the ballot box, and announce his man vr meu 
elected. The whole process took less than an 
hour, and noue of the policy holders knew any- 
thing about it, save those few whom Mr. Beers 
saw fit to invite. 

President McCall began a new order of things 
when he came into power. He announced the 
annual election in nine different newspapers 
for several successive days, and invited policy 
holders from all over the country to participate 
in the election. The polls were kept open from 


10 o’clock until 4, and the vote was the largest 
ever polied in the history of the company, and 
one, likewise. that reflected the sentiment of 
the policy holders as none other had done, 
Policy holders were present from Boston, 
Washington, Baltimore, and even from Chicago, 
and nearly all of them dropped in to congratu- 


late the President upon the prosperous outlook 
for the company. 

Everybody was pleased to know that Mr, 
Banta had been reinstated, and many kind 
words were said forhim. An old officer of the 
company who had been there about all his life 
paid: “ Everybody likes Mr. Banta, but while 
Mr. Beers was President nobody dared to say a 
kind word forhim. The man who attempted 
any such sympathetic utterance when P. 
Beers was present would have been dismissed 
in a jiffy. We are all glad to see Mr. Banta back 
at his old post, and no one will welcome him 
more heartily than those who know his career 
inthe company. [It has been a careerof un- 
paralleled integrity. Mr Banta’s fearlessness 
and hie conscientions devotion to duty in the 
face of obstacles is a spectacle seldom wit- 
nessed in the history of corporations,” 

President McUall, who now occupies the 
rooms upstairs from which Mr. Beers was re- 
moved by a vote of the Trustees, was in very 
zood spirits yesterday. He had a great pile of 
etters and telegrams before him from promi- 
nent policy hoiders and from the company's 
agents indorsing him warmly, and he took a 
natural pride in the complete harmony which 
prevailed in the company’s affairs. One of the 
most enthusiastic of his letters was from Gen. 
Schofield, Commanding General of the United 


States Army. Another good letter was from 
Justice Brown of the United States Supreme 
Court. 

The letters from the agents came from San 


Francisco to Bangor, and from Duluth to Mex- 
ico. Mr. McCall saidit was a gratifying thing 
to receive so many assurances of good will and 
confidence. In fact, be said he had never been 
go bighiy gratified in his life. He said he was 
giad to have Mr. Banta back at his old post, be- 
cause he had the heartiest admiration and sym- 
pathy for him. He was also glad to welcome to 
the Board of Trustees such men as ex-Secretary 
of the Navy Whitney, ex-Secretary of the Treas- 
ury Fairchild, Col. A. G. Paine, ex-Mayor 
qrace, Hiram R. Steele, Woodbury Langdon, 
and Edmund D. Randolph, the seven new 
Trustees who have been placed upon the board. 
He said he felt sure that the policy holders and 
the public generally would need no intruduction 
to these men. 

President McCall by yesterday’s olection 6e- 
cures the co-operation of more than three- 
fourths of the Board of Trustees, and they will 
support him henceforth in his reformation of 
the company’s affairs. Although Mr. McCall 
has been President but two months, he 
has already succeeded in doing away with the 
entire bonus system employed by President 
Beers, and, although he has created two new 


oticers--Third Vice President and Controller— 
he has succeeded in cutting down the pay roll of 
the executive officers by at least $25,000 per 
annum. 

The restoration of Mr. Banta and the deter- 
mination not to pay a dollar of the pension vot- 
ed President Beers are facts which go to show 


Mr. McCall's absolute control of the company’s 
affairs at the present time, as well as the future 
policy which he proposes to employ. 

These facts also explain the complete har- 
mony of yesterday’s proceedings, and when it 
is considered that but a few months ago every- 
thing wasinconfusion this use of the word 
“harmopy ” may be said to have a marked sig- 
nificance. Four months ago there were policy 
holders’ committees being organized im various 
parts of the country, several Insurance Com- 
missioners were making ready to take a hand in 
the company’s affairs, indignant poligy holdtrs 
were canceling their contracts, numerous law- 
suits were threatened, and general confusion 
reigned supreme. Nothing could more clearly 
reveal Mr. MoCall’s worth as a manager than 
bis successful restoration of peace and harmony 
outof that conspicuous muddle of buta few 

otiths ago. 

n Premios Beers’s failure #6 secure a re-elec- 
tion to the Board of Trustees — explained to 
an Evening Post reporter yesterday by William 
B. Hornblower, Mr. Beers’s former counselor 
and friend, on the ground that Mr. Beers ‘did 
not care to continue as Trustee any longer. 
The fact is that Keers was turned out because 
he was not wanted in the board any longer. 
His separation from the og wef is now a8 
complete as be wished to have Cashier Banta’s 
a few months ago. It is said that Mr. Beers 
will leave for Europe ina few days.

One of the most interesting resulte of the lo 
crusade that may be said to have terminate 
yesterday is the announcement that John E. 
Hollingsworth, the Insurance Commissioner of 
Texas, who was subjected to an examination at 
the hands of the State Senate because of 
charges preferred esginat him by Mr. Beers, has 
triumphed over all his adversaries. Mr. ‘Hol- 
lingsworth’s friends received the news by tele- 
graph apempey and they were outepoken in 
their delight at his victory. 

It will be recalled that when the New-York 
Life controversy was at its height Mr. Hollings- 
worth’s attention was drawn to the very serious 
nature of the charges made in THE TIMES 
against President Beers.

HIS BIRTHDAY CELEBRATED BY 
DEMOCRATIC BANQUETS. 


CONGRESSMAN HARTER TELLS THE BOS- 
TON CLUB SOME FACTS ABOUT THE 
“FOUNDER OF DEMOCRACY, TARIFF 
REFORM, CLEVELAND, AND FINANCE. 


Boston, April.13.—The members of the Young 
Men’s Democratic Club, to the number of 250 or 
more, celebrated the anniversary of the birth 
of Thomas Jefferson by a banquet at the Ameri- 
can House to-night. The majority of those 
present were young men, and they were all en- 
thusiastic. Gen. John W. Oorcoran presided. 
He had on his right Congressman M. D. Harter 
of Ohio, and on his left Gav. Russell, Others 
of less note were seated on either hand. 

Gen. Corcoran was greeted with applause as 
he rose to make the introductory epeech. He 
made an eloquent address on the career of Jef- 
ferson and the Democratic issues of the hour. 
He introduced Gov. Russell, who received a 
great demonégtration and was given cheer after 


cheer. Great applause also greeted the name 
of Cleveland, which Gov. Russell was first to 
pronounce. 


The Governor svoke ably for tariff reform and 
in advocacy of lifting the campaign up to 4 
serious discussion of public questions. He was 
followed by Congressman Harter, whose speech 
was punctuated with frequent applause, and his 


ointed reference to Senator Hill as a “ polit- 
cal mountebank” was loudly cheered. His 
silver ideas were also warmly received. Mr. 
Harter said, in part: 


Jefferson’s central idea, politically, was that of the 
Declaration of Independence. He believed that all 
man were created free and equal politically. He be- 
heved that men were governed too much, and that 
the government which governed least was the best, 

He was the embodiment of purity in tho oivil serv- 
ice, Coming to the Presidency in 1801 as the success- 
or of the Federalist John Adams, lie removed from 
office scarcely any, although they were members 
of an opposing arty, and he never ap- 
pointed a relative of his own to any place under the 
Government, stoutly claiming that he could find 
men in no way connected with him for every place 
of honor and of trust, With him publio office was a 

ublic trust, and his official life was the embodiment 

fthis principle, Apply the Jeffersonian idea tw the 
distribution of offices, and put tenure in office upon 
merit and good service, and the disgusting spectacle 
of politica! bosses and dodging, trimmin amogne 
seeking the greatest oflice the world behind a 
mask would not be witnessed in our generation. 

I trust, too, that when Mr. Cleveland comes to 
his own again as the representative, not only of the 
Democratic Party, but as trustee for the whole peo- 
ple, he will not leave Washington until our civil 
service system is placed upon & permanent basis, 
and securely anchored to the Jeffersonian principle, 
Another great question, but still not the greatest at 
this immediate hour, is that of tariff taxation. Meas- 
ured by the doctrine of Thomas Jefferson, taxes 
taken from the citizen by law by means of a tarilf, 
which, under the name of protection, pays them 
over to another citizen, instead of putting them into’ 
“the public l'reasury, are unjust,oat of harmony with 
our institutions, anda great fraud upon the masses 
of the people, 

The doctrine of oqnatty before the law is ont- 
raged by our present tariff system. Even if made 
by philosophers and administrated by saints, it 
must be grossly unjust, and, in a Government lik 
ours, at war with the very spirit of equality ant 

stice. In every business transaction there is a 

uyer a a @ producer and a consumer, and 
their rights should be absolutely equal. The buyer 
or consumer want low, and the seller and producer 
demand high prices. Jefferson and the Democratic 
Party say the Government has no right to interfere 
to make prices either high or low, If it, by a pro- 
tective tariff, increases prices, (as it must if it would 
benefit the producer or seller,) it robs the buyer and 
steals from the consumer; while if it depresses 
prices by act of Congress, it inflicts grievous in- 
j ustice on the producer. 

* Hands off!’ is the Democratic cry, the Jeffer 
sonian demand -* 

You have asked me to say something about the 
present aspect of the silver question. First, we 
should stop the insane purchase and piling up of sil- 
ver in the Treasury and clearly show the people that 
out loss up to dateon such purchase is over $50,- 
000,000, and that we cannot even now get out with- 
outa final loss of at least $150,000,000 unless we 
can induce Europe to remonetize silver, which we 
can only hope for by stopping coinage ourselves. Be 
honest with them, and let the people know, too, that 
that international bimetallism must be at a muc 
higher ratio than 16 of silverto 1 of gold, for it 
mast be based upon the relative market values of 
the metals in order to promise permanency.

Until late in the eighteenth 
century sanitation and vaccination were in some 
regions prevented as hindering the vengeance of 

God. The majority of mankind still believe in the 

divine right of Kings. 

But the fallacy of protection must go the way of 
all fallacies that obstruct the welfare of the world. 
‘Truth and justice are its relentless foes, and they 
will triumph. Legislation and politica will be 
restrained to their proper spheres. 6 private con- 
cerns of the people will be secure from legislators 
who blunder and interests that plunder. True pro- 
tection will avail—immunity from gen kind of gov- 
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ernmental meddling, freedom to enjoy every ad- 
vantage that nature bestows, at good time 
Americans can say, in the words of a French states- 
man of other days: “ We ask nothing from heaven 
but that the sun may continue to shine, the rain to 
falion our fields, and the earth to render the seed 
fruitfal.”’ fa 

Such is the issue. In its great presence all other 
questions seem small. Its motto, ‘Tariff Reform,’ is 
inscribed upon the Democratic banners, and around 
them is gathering the enlightened sentiment of the 
land. He who placed it there need perform no other 
service to make his name illustrious. Grover Oleve- 
land does not need the Presidency; the Presidency 
needs him.

THE SEORETARY OF WAR ORDERS TENTS 
SENT FROM 8T. LOUIS. 


WASHINGTON, April 13.—The House Commit- 
tee on Appropriations to-day listened to an 
appeal by Representative Allen of Mississippi 
in favor of his resolution asking for an immedi- 
ate appropriation of $50,000 to alleviate the 
condition of the flood sufferers in Mississippi 
and Alabama. Mr. Allen urged that the com- 
mittee take action at once, asthe people along 
the river banks were in a terrible condition, 
and asked relief from the Government. 

Telegrams received by Mr. Allen from Colum- 
bus, Miss., state that over 100 persons have 
been drowned in one county, and that already 
sixty bodies have been recovered from the 
waters, and many others can be seen floating 
on the surface. His people, he stated to the 
committee, who had sutlered were probably 
poorer in actual money than any people in the 
country, and while they had homes and means 
of pmsena, they had little to give in aid of 
others. 

At the suggestion of Mr. Holman the resolu- 
tion was referred to a sub-committee, which 
will take prompt action upon it. Mr. Allen 
also received a request from his district asking 
the Secretary of War to provide 1,000 tents for 
the homeless people. 

Secretary Elkins this afternoon directed the 
Department Quartermaster at St. Louis to send 
immediately S00 tents to the Mayor of Colum- 
bus, Miss. 


West Pornt, Miss., April 13,—Reports sent 
out from this point of the devastation caused by 
the late wash-outes have not been at all exagger- 
ated, but in fact under estimated. Destruction 
both of property and life has been awful, and 


the end is not yet reached. The Mobile and 
Ohio, Georgia Pacific, and Dlinois Central have 
all been bloeked up for the past seven days, but 
the tirst-named is now able to get two trains a 
day through. 

The damage done on the Mobile and Ohio in 
this county alone will not fall far short of 
$40,000, while the other two roads have been 
each damaged at least twice that sum. The 
first train for several days on the Georgia 
Pacitic passed through here, but did not go as 
far as Columbus. On account of the high water 
still prevailing on the L[llinois Central, a week 
will be required to got up even a temporary 
track, 

All the creeks in this county have ex- 
hausted their oversnyey of water, but the

There are reports of 
loss of life along that river in this county, all 
the drowned being negroes.

HARBIOTY BROKE DOWN.

MRS. LEONARD’S MURDERER HANGED AT 
FREEHOLD YESTERDAY. 


FREEHOLD, N. J., April 13.—Louis Harriott, 
the Frenchman who brutally murdered Mra. 
Annie T. Leonard of Atlantic Highlands last No- 
vember, was hanged this morning in the ocorri- 
dor of the jail by James Van Hise of Newark, 
the professional hangman. 

Harriott took-his placé on the scaffold at 10:20 
o'clock, and the drop fell a minute later. His 
neck was not broken. He died of strangulation. 
The hanging was witnessed by about thirty per- 
sons, Charles T. Leonard, the husband of the 
murdered woman, being one of the spectators. 


In order to witness the execution he was sworn 
in as aspeoial Deputy Sheriff. arriott broke 
down when the death warrant was read, and had 
to be supported when he took his place under 
the.gallows. 

Harriott, who was a laborer on the Leonard 
farm, at Atlantic Highlands, entered the cot 
tage and demanded money of Mra, Leonard. 
When she refused his request he knocked her 
down with a piece of iron and attempted to out- 
rage her. She screamed, and he choked her 
to death by winding a rope around her neok. 
Harriott then fied, but was captured the next 
day on a steamer bound for New-York.

GORMAN HOLDS THE BOXES AND 
STILL HAS HOPES. 


MURPHY’S MAN GARSIDE GIVES UP 
THE FIGHT—THE REPUBLIOAN CAN- 
DIDATE DOESN’T, HOWEVER, AND 
HE MAY YET BE THE MAYOR. 


Oouoss, April 13.—Twist and turn as they 
may, Gov, Flower, Senator David B. Hill, and 
Edward Murphy, Jr., Chairman of the Demo- 
cratic §tate Committee, will find it an imposal- 
ble task to shift the responsibility for the scan- 
dalous scenes which marked the election in this 
city yesterday. 

If the two latter gentlemen had kept their 
hands off, and not insisted that Garside should 
run for Mayor as a stump candidate, in spite of 
the fact that Assemblyman John T. Gorman 
had received the Democratic nomination from 
both Hill and anti-Hill factions, and if Flower 
had not aided and abetted these two politicians 
by vetoing the Cohoes Inspectors bill, this city 
would not be forced to bear the odium of a most 
disgraceful election riot. 

At 12 o’clock last night all the signs indicated 
that Mr. Gorman had oarried the city by a 
plurality of over 200, but to-day’s investiga- 
tions show that the Republican nominee, Henry 
A. 8trong, may after all have received a plu- 
rality of the votes cast, and been elected. 
Whether he will be able to obtain his seat is an- 
other thing. 

Both Gorman and Garside concede Mr. 
Strong’s plurality outside the Fourth Ward to 
be 288. The latter has already given up the 


fight and confesses that he was defeated by 
both his opponents. Gorman insists that in the 
Fourth Ward he received a sufficient number of 
votes to offset Mr. Strong’s plurality in the 
other wards of the city and to give him a plu- 
rality of from 200 to 300. 

The Fourth Ward of Cohoes is the chief resi- 
dential quarter of the city, and has always been 
known as its strongost Republican ward, It 
gavo Mr. Fassett a majority of 211 last Fall, 
and Mr. Harrison 308 in November, 1888. 

Garside’s kepublican opponent two years ago 
carried the ward by over 200, and Gorman’s 
opponent for the Assembly last Autumn got a 
plurality of 162. Ifthe Democratic vote of the 
ward was divided between Gorman and Garside, 
there must be an error in the former’s claims. 
But itis possible that this disputed point will 
never be satisfactorily settled, since the ballot 
boxes of the four districts of the ward are now 
in Gorman’s hands, that is to say.in the hands 
of the police “ authorities” of Cohoes, who are 
owned by him. 

The Garside and Republican Inspectors refuse 
to sign the returns from these districts on the 
ground that the ballot boxes were taken forot- 
bly from them yesterday, and they allege that 
they do not know whether or not they have been 
tampered. with. 

Gorman has spent the day at Police Head- 
quarters guarding the four ballot boxes. The 
excuse he offers for his course in retaining pos- 
session of them is that he had been informed 
that Murphy’s heelers from Troy had prepared 
duplicate ballot boxes stuffed with Garside 
votes, which they intended to substitute for the 
regular boxes before the close of the polls. 

But Gorman’s seizure of the boxes may not 
protit him much. The _ returns are not 
signed, and they are not likely to be by the 
election officers. 

At 5 o’olock to-night the close of thy twenty- 
four hours within which the returns must be 
deposited with the City Clerk, all the returns 
except those of the four districts of the Fourth 
Ward had been tiled. @ 

The Common Couneil, which, with the Mayor, 
constitutes the canvassing board, will act upon 
the returns before them next Tuesday. The 
board stands five Republicans and five Demo- 
crats, the Mayor having the deciding vote. Gar- 
side, now that he realizes that he defeated, 
talks as if he would do anything to prevent 
Gorman’s succeeding him as Mayor. It is there- 
fore probable that,even should Gorman attempt 
to get before the board returns from the Fourth 
Ward,they will be promptly thrown out and Mr. 
Strong declared elected by his plurality of 288 
obtained in the other wards of the city. 

Ex-Assemblyman Leroy (Rep.) was elected 
Police Commissioner. The outcome of this elec 
tion, whatever else it may be,is the hardest 
kind of a blow at the Murpby-Hill machine, 
Until six years ago, when Garside was first 
elected Mayor, Cohoes had been free from elec- 
tion outrages, but under Murphy he has suc- 
ceeded in almost excelling his master as a dis- 
reputable politician of the lowest type. 

‘our years ago this same Mr. Stroog was nom- 
inated for Mayor and received a majority of the 
votes cast, but was cheated out of the victor 
by Garside, who at that time controlled bot 
the police and the election machinery. But 
Garside and Murphy have been so badly 
whipped this time that they will hardly dare to 
show their heads again, and in consequence the 
citizens of Cohoes are proportionally thankful. 

Mr. Strong =e that, if it is necessary to ob- 
tain his rights, he will carry the case into the 
courts, but Gorman is hardly likely to carry his 
claim beyond the Common Counci 

The final result, therefore, would seem to be 
the installation of Mr. Strong as Mayor, 

ALBANY, April 13.—The interest in the result 
of yesterday’s election died ‘out early to-day 
save in the Cohoes complications. The Repub- 
licang had hoped to gain the control of the 
Board of Supervisors, but, failing, take the situ- 
ation gracefully. The Hill Dew crats could 
not eae Ree tow their satisfactivn to-day at 
having kept Mayor Manning’s majority down to 
5,235, which is 2,000 less than he received two 
years ago. Gen. Warner, the Republican, made 
an excellent fight for Mayor, but the dissensions 
in his own party resulted in many Republicans 
warns away from the polls. 

The Board of Supervisors stands: Democrats, 
17; Republicans, 13, with the Fourth Ward of 
Oohoes ws to be heard from. In the Seven- 
teenth ard, Albany, the returns give Mo- 
Enaney (Dem.) 8 majority of 14, while the Re- 
publican candidate for Alderman oarried the 
ward by 129. 

The ublicans claim that in the Seventh 
District the figures for Palmatier (Rep.) were 
changed with these givon for McEnaney. The 
Republican candidate for Alderman received 
221 votes and the Democratic candidate 92, 
while the Republican candidate for Supervisor 
is credited with 113 votes and the Demo- 
crat with 200. The Democrats claim that 
corrected returns will show the election of Van- 
dersee (Dem.) over Blodgett (Rep.) in Coeymana, 

The returns give Blodgett 1 majority. The 
changes in the Supervisors are in the Eleventh 
Ward, where a Republican succeeds a Demo- 
crat, and in the Sixteenth Ward, where a 
Democrat succeeds a Kepubdlican. The Third 
Ward, Cohoes, returns a Republican this year 
in place of a Democrat. The present Board of 
Supervisors is constituted: Democrats, 17; 
Republicans, 12. The new Common Council is 
composed of 15 Democrats and 4 Republicans. 
This is a gain of two over the old board by 
the Republicans. 


TAMMANYITES GOING TO OHIOAGO. 

The Tammany Committees of Twenty-four met 
yesterday in its new meeting room over the 
entrance to Tammany Hall. The reapportion- 
ment of the city was discussed, but in the pres- 
ent condition of legislation at Albany no action 
could be taken. 

The committee made its preliminary arrange- 
ments for the trip to the Chicago Convention. 
About 1,000 Tammany men have already in- 
dicated their intention to go. Half of these 
will go on special trains on the New-York Cen- 
tral Road, and the other half will go on the 
Pennsylvania Road. It was stated that the fare 
for the round trip would be about $25. They 
will leave on Saturday, June 18, and will arrive 
in Chicago on Sunday evening. A band has been 
hired in Chicago for use during the convention.

THE SPEEDWAY LAW MAY YE£T 
BE REPEALED, 


THE BILL TAKEN FROM THE CITIES 
COMMITTEE AND PUT BEFORE THE 
ASSEMBLY — CROKER HAS TELE- 
GRAPHED TO HAVE IT PASSED. 


ALBANY, April 13.—The bill to repeal the law 
authorizing the building of a race course in Cen- 
tral Park has been literally dragged out of the 
hands of the Assembly Committee on Cities, the 
deliberate intention of which committee it was 
to keep the Repeal bill buried until it was too 
late to do anything with it. Chairman Webster 
of that committee (Dem., New-York,) accom- 
plished this by a motion to have his committee 
discharged from a further consideration of the 
bill. He put his motion this evening just before 
the Assembly was adjourned, after a session of 
Dearly seven hours. 

It may be regarded as a victory even to have 
been successfalin the first aggressive move- 
ment in behalf of the Repeal bill. It at least 
gives an opportunity to measure the sentiment 
of the Assembly on the matter and to form cal- 
culations on the probable success of the further 
steps toward the passage of the bill. 

The prospect is not at all rosy. What is 
essential is that Tammany Hall and the Repub- 
lioan leaders should give the word that the bill 
must gothrough. If Tanrmany will display a 
touch of the same sincerity in this matter as it 
did to-day in getting through the Excise bill 
and the Election Inspectors bill, the race track 
law will be off the statue books by Friday night; 
but Tammany is not acting in the good faith 
that the promises made by Chiefs’ Croker and 
Gilroy to the people of New-York when they 
demanded the passage of the repeal law seemed 
to assure, True, the analysis of the-vote taken 
this afternoon on the motion to discharge the 
Cities Committee from further consideration of 


the bill shows that allthe Tammany men who 
voted were on the right side, but there were a 
good many Tammany men who left the chaim- 
ber without voting. Furthermore, it was evi- 
dent from the vote that Tammany had not ex- 
erted the influence among the Brooklyn and in- 
terior county Democrats that it has shown 
itself capable of exerting on measures less pop- 
ular but more important to the organization's 
interests. 

It was rather unfortunate that the motion to 
discharge the Cities Committee from further con- 
sideration of the Repeal bill came at the end ofa 
seven-hour session. Apathetic members would 
not wait to vote on it, but left the chamber, and 
the dodgers had a chance to get out with them. 
The result was that only 82 votes were cast of 
the 127 on the floor. Of the 82 there were 50 in 
favor and 32 against. The Democrats cast 35 
of the yeas and 14 of the nays. The Republic- 
es cast 15 of the yeas and 18 ofthe nays. The 
New-York City Republicans were all right, but 
the up-country members generally dodged or 
voted against the measure. 

Chairman Webster had no sooner moved for 
the discharge of his committes than.Cooney, 
(Dem., Brooklyn,) a member of the committee, 
protested against it. He said the committee 
would os the bill in another twenty-four 
hours. The committee stood 8 to 3 against the 
Chairman, and it was an insult to the commit- 
tee for Chairman Webster to make such 4 mo- 
tion. He appealed to the members not to 
“‘atultify ’ themselves by assisting to repeal a 
Jaw that they had passed but a few weeks be- 
fore. 

Assemblyman Sulzer (Dem., New-York,) got 
the floor, and, speaking in behalf of the motion, 
said that it should receive unanimous support. 
The Repeal bill was one that only concerned the 
people of New-York, and they unanimously de- 
mauded its immediate passage. The Senate 
had recognized that it had mistaken the desire 
of the people of New-York in passing the race- 
track law, and had promptly repealed it. The 
Aseembly should do the same. There had 
already been too much dangerous delay by the 
Assembly. The sentiment ofthe people of New- 
York, the only people rightly concerned in the 
race-track law, was so predominant against it 
that immediate repeal was vital. Mr. Sulzer 
said he was not ready to deny the right of horse 
owners in New-York to have a speedway built, 
but that an error had been made in authorizing 
it to be built in Central Park was now clear, and 
the error should be undone at once. 

Assemblyman Shields (Dem., Kings,) spoke 
in the sume vein. The asking of the Legislature 
to repeal the race-track law, he said, was mere- 
ly a request thatiteshould right a wrong it had 
uuintentionally done the people of New-York. 
It was a fair demand, fairly made, and should 
be generously complied with. 

Chairman Webster, speaking for his motion, 
said: “something has been said about mem- 
bers staltifying themselves by voting for this re- 
peal. We passed the race-track law under a mis- 
apprehension. Unknowingly, we did the people 
ot New-York City a wrong. If to righta wrong is 
to stultify ourselves, I am ready to be stultified 
to-day, to-morrow, and all the time. I move 
the previous question and demand the yeas and 
nays.”’

This vote resulted in advancing the bill to a 
second reading. Under the rules it takes its 
place at the end of the calendar, where it never 
‘will be reached in natural order before the near 
approaching end of the session, The one hope 
for it is that the Committee on Rules can be pre- 
vailed upon to report it for special hearing. If 
the Committee on Rules can be induced to do 
this, and so bring the bill squarely up for final 
passage, there is a prevailing opinion that it will 
surely get a majority vote. 

Speaker Bush is Chairman of the Committee 
on Rules, and the other members are George H. 
Bush, (Vem., Ulster,) Hitt, (Dem., Albany,) 
Sulzer, (Dem,, New-York,) Husted, (Rep., West- 
chester,) and Gallagher, (Rep., Erie.) George 
i. Bush, Sulzer, and Husted will vote to make 
the vill a special order. Speaker Bush, Galla- 
gher, and Hitt, itis said, are opposed to it. One 
of them must be won over to the favorable 
threo. Tammany must bring him over, and 
there is no question that Tammany can do go if 
a sincere effort is made. It was stated on the 
hill to-night on good authority that Mr. Croker 
had telegraphed to the Democratic leaders in 
both houses that the repeal bill must_be made a 
special order and passed. 

At any rate, Assemblyman Webster, who has 
worked for the repeal bill to-day in a manner 
that entities him to the thanks of the people of 
New-York City, will apply to the Committee on 
Ruies to make the bill a special order to-mor- 
row. If that committee can be wheeled into 
line, there is no reason why the bill should not 
come up for final passage certainly as early as 
Monday.

aken on the Speedway Repeal bill. When 
asked about the matter yesterday afternoon he 
paid that he was very confident that the Repeal 
bill would paes. His active work in favor of the 
Repeal bill will, itis believed, have great weight 
with the Assembly.

NATIONAL CORDAGE METHODS 


BALOH’S CHARGE THAT THE OASH WENT 
TO OUTSIDERS. 


National Cordage stock declined in Stock Ex- 
change trading yesterday, going as low as 100% 
from a high point of 103, and closing at 102%, 
a loss of 1 point forthe day. The cause of this 
change was the action begun by E. B. Balch, 
who applied to Chancellor MoGill of New-Jersey 
for an injunction to prevent the payment of 
dividends on the stock of the company and for 
an order to produce the books in the State of 
New-Jersey to give stockholders there a chance 
to examine them. The case is returnable next 
Monday. 

Mr. Balch charges that as Assistant Treasurer 
he was acquainted with the affairs of the com- 
pany and that cash dividends were paid only to 
outside holders, and that’scrip and notes were 
issued to insiders. He asks that the Directors 
who voted the dividends be held Mable for any 


excess over actual profits paid out, that the 
scrip and notes be declared vold, and that 
stock holders who were paid dividends be obliged 
4 pay back anything in excess of their lawful 
share. 

He charges that the figures given in the last 
annual report of the company are not correct. 
In that report the total assets are returned at 
$23,419,120.14, the surplus at $3,706,313.45, 
the profits on operations for the year at $1,406,- 
313.45, and the dividends paid at $1,300,000. 

James M. Waterbury, President of the com- 

any. yesterday issued this statement regard- 

ng the charges: 

*E. B. Balch is a discharged employe of the com- 
pany. He occupied an unimportant position as the 
corresponding clerk of the Treasurer and had no ac- 
cess to any of the books or accounts of the company. 

* His statements are absolutely false in every par- 
ticular. ‘’he company’s dividends have been earned 
and paid in cash in full to all stockholders. 

“Mr. Balch claims to be the trustee of thirty shares 
of stock, and I was told some time ago that he 
would attack the company uuless the financial Di- 
rector, Mr. KE. M. Fulton, made a favorable seitie- 
ment with him of a personal matter. 

“I take this means o! allaying any fears which any 
stockholder of the company may have entertained 
through a misappreheusion of Mr, Bajch’s former 
position in the company.” 

“It is a singular position to be in when the 
Government goes for you because you make too 
much money and a stockholder brings suit be- 
cause you make too little,” was a statement re- 

orted about the Streetand attributed to James

ROWELL'S DIRECTORY FOR 1892. 

Rowell’s American Newspaper Directory for 
1892, while containing 688 pages less than the 
directory for the preceding year, is a sufficiently 
handy and compact volume to answer all the 
requirements of those whose lines are cast in 
the newspaper world. The reduction in the 
number of pages is not due to a falling off in the 
number of newspapers, as there are 2,721 new 
publications, as against 1,826 that suspended in 
the course of the year. The reduction is due to 


the elimination of a bulky lot of statistios that 
had a place in the 1891 volume. 

One of the new departures in the directory for 
1892 is the improved system of circulation rat- 
ings. It has long been known, and the publish- 
era of the directory frankly admit it to be true, 
that the circulation ratings have heretofore been 
too high, and therefore unreliable. ‘his year, 
however, @ system has been devised that has 
resulted in producing so accurate a rating that 
the publishers guarantee its correctness. 

The layman will be interested in knowing that, 
according to the 1892 directory, the total num- 
ber of newspapers and periodicals published in 
the United States and the British Provinces 
is 19,573. 





NEEDS OF THE BABIES’ HOSPITAL. 

The Babies’ Hospital, Fifty-fifth Street and 
Lexington Avenue, incorporated in 1887, now 
four years old, has taken care of over a thou- 
sand sick babies. In these four years, beginning 
with only a few dollars, the managers have 
purchased the present building and leased a 
country home near Seabright, N. J., for the past 
three years. This summer two kind friends are 
to build the babies a new hospital, costing 
$6,000, near Seabright, N. J., the institution 
providing the land. There are two mortgages, 


amounting to $30,000, on the house at Fifty- 
fifth 8treet and Lexington Avenue which they 
must pay off, and they need money for the run- 
ning expenses of the hospital. They have 
already received two donations toward the pay- 
ment of, the mortgage, $2.000 from Mr. D. 
Willis James and $500 from Mrs. D. Willis

AN EXPLANATION 10 CITIZENS 
AND AN APPEAL, 


THE MOTIVES THAT PROMPT HIM IN 
HIS CRUSADE AGAINST VICE—HE IS 
AFTER THE POLICE DEPARTMENT— 
SOME CRITICISMS ANSWERED. 


The Rey. Dr. Charles H. Parkhurst sent out 
yesterday the followink statement relative to 
his crusade against’vice and immorality in this 
city and the criticisms which have been passed 
upon his methods of gaining personal knowl- 
edge of the evils he condemns: 

Zo the Citizens of New-York City: 

I regrét the egotism that seems involved in pre- 
suming to address so broad a readership. 1 trust, 
however, that I shall be acquitted of any presumpta- 
ous intention, more especially as up to this time I 
have not penned a single word either in acknowl- 
edgment of the support thathas been accorded me 
or in reply te the criticisms that have been passed 
upon me. 

Even now my object isnot so much to defend the 
methods which [have seen it wise to adopt as to 
put in distinct shape the one object toward which I 
am working, whether as preacher or as President of 
the Society for the Prevention of Crime. 

In the sermon which was preached from my pulpit 
on the 14th of February last, the one point urged 
was thatone of the greatest difficulties which the 
Church has to encounter in the prosecution of its 
work is the license which is municipally allowed to 
vice. This was immediately met on the part of mu- 
nicipal authorities with a tempest of raillery which 
culminated in the presentment of the February 
Grand Jury. I was told that my charges were gen- 
eral, that I had no idea what I was talking about, 
and that the whole tendency of such vituperation 
was to bring the Government into disrepute. 

In the sermon preached from the same pulpit four 


weeks later I accepied the situation and squared 
myself in it, or tried to, and took and maiutained the 
position that not only were the general charges that 
i had previously made suppurted by facts, but spe- 
cifically that liquor saloons, gambling houses, and 
hous és of prostitution were protected by the Police 
Department, apparently for a valuabie consideration. 

My contention was then, 1s now, and will con- 
tinue to be with the controlling powers of the Police 
Department, considered as the guardian of crim inal- 
ity. meaning by that simply what was comprised in 
the presentment of the March Grand Jury, which 
held up that department before the community in 
the character of a criminal, and it still hangs there. 

The evidence which, with the aid of detectives and 
friends I was easily able to collect, was secured with 
the distinct end of showing by unimpeachable testi- 
mony something of the extent, infamy, and pub- 
Moity of certain crimes, with the necessary in- 
ference that if a police force as competent as 
ours is conceded to be,and in the possession of all 
those legal powers known to be accorded to it, fails 
to hold snch crimes in stern check, it can only be be- 
cause of having eutered into some evil alliance with 
them. It was notataila matter between me and 
avy individual parties. When I went before the 
Gran Jury with 284 affidavits I said: ** Gentlemen, 
I have no interest in the conviction of these parties. 
Evidence has not been secured against them tor the 
sake of inducing you to indict them. My object has 
been solely to secure in the general miud an indict. 
ment against the Police Department.” 

When, therefore, for instance, the suit against the 
keeper of that low resori on Twenty-seventh Street 
is represented as a contention between Dr. Park- 
hurst and Hattie Adams, there is not a suggestion 
of truth in it. I have no persunal controversy with 
her or with the keeper of ony other disorderly house 
or gambling house. My contention is only with the 
police, who allow the grimes of such houses to be so 
vile and accessible, in disregard of one of the rules 
of the department. which is that *‘ Each patrolman 
must, by his vigilance, render itextremely ditticult, 
it not impossible, for any one to commit crime on his 

b. , 


My connection with the dispossess suit recently 
initiated against ‘the lessee of the house just men- 
tioned is due simply to the accident of my own 
knowledge of the character of that house, obtained 
for another purpose, but, naturally enough, utilized 
by the landlord when it became necessary for him to 
make a show of attempting to dispossess his tenant. 
My only object in referring to Uns case is to blow 
out of the air the smoke that the Police Department 
and others 1 alliance with it are blowing into the 
air, and to bring clearly to the attention of the 

ublic the fact that the criminal par excellence is not 

attie Adams, nor ‘‘Vink” Davis, nor *‘Silver-Dol- 
lar” Smith, but the Police Department, which the 
Grand Jury so vigorously scored—a scoring, by the 
way, whieh derives no small part of its significance 
from the fact thatit expressed the unanimous con- 
sensus of a jury that was composed of Catholics, 
Jews, and Protestants, and made up of representa 
tives of every political party. 

Now, I am not going to enter into any defense of 
the methods whicn I adopted in order to secure my 
evidence. | will only take the liberty of saying that 
those methods were adupted after a prolonged bal- 
— of the pros and contras, and iu face of every 
criticism that has been passed, or that may be 
passed. I desire to stand up in the presence of this 
community and say thatit was the only method by 
which I could have cut to the han of this whole 
corrupt business. Itwas the only method by which 
I could earn the power tosay, ‘“‘I know.” I have 
waded through quantities of filth in order to win that 
knowledge, and to win the vantage power that came 
with it, and I would wade through it all again before 
I would surrender that vantage power, even though 
so dearly earned. 

If the poiice.fear me and hate me to-day—I do not 
say that they do, but if they do—it is because they 
are aware that I know whereof I affirm, and because 
they are assured that neither their threats nor their 

lots nor any kind of biackguarding will shake me 
pom thehold which my personal knowledge of the 
iniquity which they practically, not to say actually, 
protect, has seoured to me. | 

As to certain criticisms that have been passed, 
even by my friends, I want to say that I give them 
full credit for sincerity in their strictures; at the 
same time it is always to remembered 
that it 18 @ thousand times easier to criticise an- 
other’s action than it is to take action one’s self, and 
if while [ was planning how I could do something to 
help the causésume one else had devised a better 
method than the cone I was working out, I am sure [ 
should have been only too happy to strike into itand 
work at their side and under théir lead. 

It has been claimed that work of so dirty a char- 
acter I ought to have hired some one to do for me. 
T loathe the suggestion and I loathe the craven 
spirit that prompts it. If it was vicious in me to 
Visit those places myself, it would have been equall 
vicious, with an added element of damnable coward- 
ice, to get some one to do itforme. No such system 
of ethics as that has either the moral vigor or the in- 
tellectual acumen to bore into the heart of existing 
corruption. 

In this connection, I think it will not be im. 
proper for me to acknowledge my obligation to 
my friend, John Langdon Erving, whom I have just 
learned to know with .exceptional intimacy. I 
trusted him when I took him into the work, and ten- 
fola greater is the confidence that [ have in his 
manly purity to-day, for I know how he has shrank 
irum the disgustiug task which he has had to per- 
form. By the insight into his character which my 
experience with him has afforded me, I know that he 
is in this respect like the sunbeam, which takes no 
taint from the foul object upon wich it lights. 

At the same time, fellow-citizens, | do not ask you 
to approve my methods. They are approved in m 
own judgment and conscience, aud that is enouw 
forme. But I doappeal to you not to allow differ- 
ences of opinion about methods to obscure the one ob- 
ject and end that we need to have in view. 

If the presentment of the March Grand Jury is 
true in its statements and in its implications, the 
Police Department, to which we pay something like 
$6,000, a year, instead of doing its utmost to 
suppress gambling houses, houses of ill repure, and 
excise Violation. is their most eflicient and trusted 
ally, (it always being understood that most generous 
exception is made of every member of that force who 
has the integrity and the courage to treat his posi- 
tion as a sacred trust.) The Police Department, 
taking the expression broadly, is, therefore, as mush 
your enemy as it ismine. I beg of you, therefore, 
utterly to forget me in the cause toward which the 
best powers that I know how to exercise are being 
devoted. 

I profoundly hate the conspicuity into which during 
ey! oe six weeks I have been brought. I beg of you 
to think only of the common eneny at which it be- 
hooves ug to strike, and to let me be simply one with 
you in our common crusade against the organized 
and salaried criminality with which we are munici- 

ally menaced. Weare none of us so foolish as to 

hink that vice is to be utterly stamped out, but we 
do have the right to expect and to insist that the de- 
partment which is employed and handsomely paid to 
make crime “exceedingly difficult, if notimpossible,” 
should not be the chief reliance of crime in all the 
attempts which Church and society make to weaken 
and reduce it. 

Taking this opportunity most cordially to thank 
the press of this city for the almost unanimous sup- 
port and encouragement which it has rendered, Iam, 
ese very sincerely, .

SLATER FUND’S GUOD WORK. 


DISTRIBUTION OF ITS BENEFITS AMONG 
a SOUTHERN NEGRO SCHOOLS, 


The Trustees of the Slater Educational Fund 
held their annual meeting at the office of the 
United States Trust Company, 57 Wall Street, 
yesterday, and ratified the action of the Educa- 
tional Committee in its selections of institutions 
which shall hereafter be beneficiaries of the 
fund. 

The Rev. J. L. M. Curry of Richmond, Chair 
man of the Committee on Education, eubmitted 


his annual report. It shows an encouraging 
condition of the educational interests among 
the colored people. 

The committee recommended that the pro- 
ceeds of the fund be expended at thirteen 
institutions in the future, viz.: Hampton Nor- 
mal School, Virginia; Shaw University, Raleigh, 
N. C.; Claflin University, Orangeburg, 8. C.; 
Clark University and the Spellman Institute, 
Atlanta, Ga.; Talladega College, Tuskega Nor- 
mal Institute, and the Montgomery State Nor- 
mal Institute, Alabama; Central Tennessee 
College, Nashville; Tougaloo University, Mis- 
sissippi; New-Orleans University and Straight 
University, Louisiana, and Kishop College, Mar- 
shall, Tex Each of these institutions will 
receive from $2,000 to $5,000, the largest ap- 
propriation going to the school at Hampton. 

It was decided to changethe system of bene- 
fits from the one heretofore in vogue, and use 
the money exclusively for salaries of teachers 
in the normal and industrial departments. It 
was also voted to place $10,000 in.the hands of 
tbe Educational Committee, to be expended in 
other directions, at the committee’s discretion. 

Chairman Curry was directed to prepare a 
ee showing the progress of education at the 

outh, the general improvement of the colored 
race, in the ten years since the establishment 
of the fund.

STREETS TO BE REPAVED. 


MR. GILROY GETS HIS INSTRUCTIONS 


FOR THIS YEAR’S WORK. 


The Board of Estimate and Apportionment 
decided yesterday that the following streets 
should be repaved this year with granite on 
concrete foundations: 


Cortlandt Street, from Broadway to Greenwich; 
Liberty, from Broadway to Greenwich; Church, 
irom Vesey to Fulton; fulton, from Broadway to 
Pearl; Duane, from Washington to West; Canal, 
from Washington to Greenwich; Reade, from Elm 
to Centre; ourteenth, from Third Avenue to 
Fourth Avenue; Forty-second, from Third to Eighth 
Avenues; Broadway, from Thirty-second to ‘1 hirty- 
fifth; Fourth Avenue, from the Bowery to Thirty- 
second Street, including Union Square Kast; Beaver 
Street, Whitehall to Pearl; Battery Place, Gréeen- 
wich to West Street; Morris, Heotor, and Carlisle 
Streets, from Greenwich to Washington; Albany, 
Cedar, Cortlandt, Dey, Fulton, Vesey, Barclay 
Streets, Park Place, Murray and Warren Strects, 
from Greenwich to West; Liberty, fram Greenwich 
to Washington; Greenwich, from Fulton Street to 
Battery Place; Washington, from Battery Place to 
Murray Street, and Twenty-eighth Street, from 
Tenth to Eleventh Avenues. 

The streets to be repaved with asphalt on the 
| present block pavements are as follows: 

Liberty, from Nassau, 210 feet west; Second Ave- 
nue, from Houston to I'wenty-second; Broome, from 
the Bowery to Lewis; Rivington, from the Bowery 
to Cannon; Fifth Avenue, from Fourth Street to 
Waverle Place; Twentieth and ‘Twenty-tirst 
Streets, from Third to Fourth Avenues. 5 

The work involved will cost about $650,800, 
but it is likely that enough east side streets will 
be paved with asphalt at once to bring the ex- 
ponditure up to $1,000,000 for the year. Com- 
mnissioner Gilroy has been empowered to employ 
the necessary Inspectors for the work, and the 
cost of this is estimated at $25,900.

RESOLUTIONS OF THE BOARD OF TRADE 
AND TRANSPORTATION. 


-. On recommendation of its Committee on 

Postal Laws and Bills for their Modification, the 
Board of Trade and Transportation yesterday 
afternoon adopted. the following: 

Whereas, Books, periodicals, newspapers, and oth- 
er printed matter disseminate and preserve useful 
information, advance civilization, and increase and 
facilitate business, it is wise to provide for their dis- 
tribution at as low a rate as can be afforded, and as 
attempts to classify and discriminate have a tenden- 
cy to repress or injure useful enterprises, 

Resolved, That in the opinion of this board the 
postage on all classes of printed matter should be 
uniform. 

Theodore Wercker, on behalf of a committee 
of importers of drugs and chemicals, asked that 
a special committee of five he appointed, repre- 
senting branches of trade which have buatness 
relations with steamship companies, to consid- 
er what steps are necessary to secure a plan of 
settlementof such claims between importers 
and the steamship companies or their repre- 
sentatives. The drug men have many com- 
plaints on that score. The committee will be 
appointed. 

On motion of F. B. Thurber, Congress was re- 

uested to make provision for the Bureau of 

merican Republics. O. B. Potter offered a 
resolution protesting against the bills before 
the Legislature providing for the abandoning and 
filling in of the Albany Basin of the Erie Canal 
as unconstitutional and destructive to the in- 
terests of the canalsof the State. The resolu- 
tion was adopted, and telegrams stating that 
fact were sent to Albany.

BACK FROM MEXICO.

A TALK WITH CHARLES E. COON .ABOUT 
HIS TRIP. 


Charles E. Coon has returned to New-York 
after a visit of several weeks to Mexico, where 
he says he gained fifteen pounds of flesh while 
be was studying the financial and business 
interests of thé country. He says that the 
alleged Garza revolt had amounted to nothing 
in Mexico. The majority of the people have 
never heard of it and many who have heard of 
it professed to regard it simply as an attempt 
to depress the price of silver in the Mexican 
Republic. 

“Owing, probably, to the decrease in the price 
of silver in England.” said Mr. Coon, “ silver 


has depreciated in value nearly 45 per cent in 
Mexico. A curious fact came to my attention. 
The American silver dollar is worth, intrin- 
sically, a little less than the Mexican silver dol- 
lar, having a few grains leas of the pure metal 
in it. Notwithstanding that fact, I exchanged 
American dollars for $1.40 each during the de- 
preciation in that country. 

“The prices of goods have not been affected 
yet. Owing tothe tariff-some articles of food 
are very dear. Ham sells at 65 cents a pound, 
and a portion of bam and eggs at a hotel is con- 
side red a luxury.”’

HE TAKES THE OATH AS POLICE 
SUPERINTENDENT. 


PASSING A CIVIL SERVICE EXAMINA-‘ 
TION—INSPECTOR STEERS IN CHARGE 
OF THE DETECTIVE BUREAU—THE 
NEW SUPERINTENDENT'S CAREER. 


When Chief Inspector Thomas Byrnes, who 
has been appointed Superintendent of Police in 
place of William Murray, retired, reached his 
office yesterday he found on his desk an immense 
fioral horseshoe, which had been sent“ from a 
friend.” 

As his appointment was made subject to civil 
Bervice examination, Mr. Byrnes, on his way 
down town from his home, stopped at the offi-e 
of the Municipal Civil Service Board in the 
Cooper Union to undergo an examination as to 
his q:talifications for the office of Superintend- 
ent. The examination was nota long one, and 
the candidate came out of it with acertifi ate 
giving him 100 per cent. He tiled this certifi- 
cate with Major William H. Kipp, Chief Clerk of 
the Board of Police, who immediately adminis- 
tered the oath of office to the new Superintend- 
ent 

On assuming his office, Superintendent Byrnes 
gave out a statementin which he said: “I am 
entirely free from and untrammeled by party 
obligations. Iam not a member of any political 
organization, nor have Lever been such; conse- 


quently in the performance of my duty I shall 
have but one supreme object, the protection of 
lire and property, the prevention and sup 
pression of crime, and, above all, the enforce- 
meut of the laws without fear or favor against 
Wwhomsoever may de found violating thera.” 

By the promotion o: superintendent Byrnes, 
Inspector Henry V. Steers of the Second Luspec- 
tion vistrict becomes Chief Inspector, being the 
feuior Inspector, and under the provisions of 
the law he succeeds to the command of the 
Detective Bureau. He will aiso be Acting 
fup-rintendent during the avsence or disability 
of the Superintendent. Chief Inspector Steers 
took charge of the Detective Burvau yesterday 
Kiternoon. He will make no changes for the 
present . 

The first official act of the new Superin- 
tendent was to place Inspector Peter Conlin of 
the /hird District in charge of the Second Dis- 
trict in addition to his own. This command is 
only temporary until the Police Commissioners 
tii the vacaucy caused by the promotion of 
Byrnes aud Steers. inspector Conlin wiil have 
charge of the west side precincts, in addition to 
his own district, which comprises all the terri- 
tory above One Hundred and Tenth Street, 
from river to river. 

Th.s assignment is understood to settie the 
contention as to seniority between Inspectors 
Conlin and Williams. They were both appoint 
ed Inspectors on the same day, but the appoint- 
ment of Conlin was, he asserted, made about 
fifteen minutes beforetbat of Williams, although 

the latter took the oath of office ahead of Con- 
lin. This wiil become an important point when 
the time comes for the retirement of Chief In- 
spector Steers, under the sexagenarian law, 
wuen either Conlin or Williams will become 
Chief Inspector, which office carries with ita 
salary of $5,0v0 and the command of the De- 
tective Bureaw 

A8&Matter of course there are many candi- 
dates amoug the Captains for the vacant In- 
spectorship, but the general opinion is that 
Capt. W. W. McLaughlin of the Eleventh Pre- 
cinct, who for years was oue of Superintendent 
Byrnees’s trusted lieutenants in the Detective 
Bureau, will carry oif the coveted prize. 

Thomas Byrnes was born in L[reland June 15, 
1842. He came to this country with his parents 
when four months old, and bas been a resident 
of this city ever sipce. His youth was spent in 

he vifth Ward, and naturally he became a 

member of the old Volunteer Fire Department, 
connecting himself with Hose Company No. 21, 
which was at that time quartered in Duane 
Street. 

When the war broke out Mr. Byrnes enlisted 
in the First Regiment, Fire Zouaves, command- 
ed by Col Elmer E. Ellsworth. He was a mem- 
ber of Company B, which was commanded by 
his brother, Edward it is a singular coinci- 
dence that the former Superintendent Murray, 
whom he succeeds, was @ member of Company 
C in the same regiment, of which Col. Michael 
©. Murphy, recently appointed a Port Warden, 
was Captain. Young Byrnes served with the 
regiment until it was disbanded. He then re- 
turned to this city, and Dec. 10, 1863, wus ap- 
pointed a patrolman in the old Third Precinct, 
then in the building now occupied by the Cham- 
bers Street Hospital, 

It was evident that Mr. Byrnes had found his 
vocatiun. So well did he perform his duty that 
in less than a year he was detailed for special 
duty at Washington Market, which was at that 
tiwe infested by contidence men, pocketbook 
droppers, and other criminals, He soon rose to 
the rank of Koundsman and Sergeant, and was 
appointed Captain July 1, 1870. 

it was while Mr. Byrnes was in command of 
the Fifteenth Precinct as Captain that on the 
morning of Sunday, Oct. 27, 1878, the Manhat 
tan Savings Inetitution at Bleecker Street and 
Broadway was robbed by burglars of se- 
curities to the amount of $2,747,700 and 
$12,764 in cash It was this robbery 
that gave Capt. Byrnes the opportunit 
ot his life toshow tothe people his great skill 
asa detective. With consummate ability, un- 
tiring zeal, and the most remarkable patience 
he followed the meagre clues left behind by the 
burgiars, and tinally succeeded in clearing up 
the plot, by which, with the connivance of the 
watchman, the bank was robbed. James Hope, 
his son John, Abe Coakley, and others were ar- 
rested for complicity in the robbery, but John 
Hope was the only one convicted. 

The skill displayed by Capt. Byrnes in this 
case led to his transfer to the Central Office to 
take charge of the Detective Bureau. This was 
in 1880, when the bureau was in charge of 
Capt. Kealy. The latter was an easy-going, 
good-natured man, easily imposed upon, and the 
result was that the Detective Bureau had be- 
come woefully inefficient and disgracefully cor- 
rupt, and had brought discredit upon the entire 
force. To Capt. Byrnes was given the 
task of bringing order and decency out of 
inefticiency and corruption. How well he 
succeeded is fully proved by the record of tne 
Detective Bureau from the time he became its 
head. Hisforce of character soon made itself 
Teit among the officers at that time connected 
with the bureau. They found they had a new 
sort of commandant to deal with, one who 
would enforce obedience and demand honest 
work and who could not be moved by politicians 
pr political influence. 

The ollicers soon learned that if they wanted 
to remain in the office they would be required 
to be trustworthy, industrious, and honest in 
their dealinga) The result was that the bureau 
was soon relieved of the inefficient and cor- 
rupt. while those who remained, together with 
others selected by the chief of the bureau, en- 
tered upon a new career of duty. So long as an 
otheer performed his duty well he was protect- 
ed and uo person was allowed to interfere with 
him, but no influence Was permitted to interfere 
for the reiention of useless or dishonest men in 
the ranks of the detective force. . 

A branch of the Detective bureau was estab- 
lished in the Stock Exchange Building in Wall 
Street to protect the banks and other financial 
esta: lishments from the incursions of sneak 
thieves, who up to that time bad made Wall 
Street a fruitful field for their depredations. 
This was a wise move, as since that period no 
bunk or other institution of that nature has 
been robbed except by employes. 

A vew era now opened for the Detective Bu- 
reau. in recognition of his services the Police 
Commissioners promoted Capt. Byrnes to be In- 
spector. By legislative enuctment the rank of 
Detective Sergeant was established, and to [n- 
spector Byrnes was given the privilege of se- 
lecting the men to fill these positions. Itis 
hardiy necessary to say that he selected only 
the best from the material at his disposal. it 
wouid require volumes to narrate the many 
crimes which have been ferreted out and their 

erpetrators brought to justice by Inspector 

yrnes und his akilled detectives. 

One of the most remarkable cases which came 
into the hands of the Inspector soon after the 
establishment of the new régime in his office 
Was that of “Col” J. Howard Welles, who for 
months had made Jay Gould’s life miserable 
by sending him threatening letters. It took 
weeks of the most patient watching to catch 
the writer of the letters in the very act of post- 
ing a missive addressed to Mr. Gould. The fel- 
low detied capture by ordinary means, and it 
was only when Inspector Byrnes had placed the 
entire system of letter boxes in the upper part 
of the city under the watchful eyes of police- 
men speciully detailed for that’ purpose that he 
fell into the trap. 

The work done by Inspector Byrnes, at the 
request of the District consign & in the prosecu- 
tion of the boodle Aldermen of 1884 is too well 
known to need repetition. Despite cajolery and 
threats, despite the most mighty and active po- 
litical influence, he kept on with his work for 
justice, andit was entirely through the informa- 
tion gained by him that Alderman Jaebne was 
con‘ icted and his colleagues in the board who 
Were associates with him in that crime were 
Griven out of the country. 

The arrest, conviction, and execution of 

oung McGloin for killing Louis Hanier, the 

eeper of a small wine saloon in Twenty-ninth 
Street, were due entirely to the work of Inspect- 
or Byrnes and. his corps of detectives. The ar- 
rest of * Capt.” Edward Unger, who killed Au- 
gust Bolles and shipped the muti!ated remains 
in atrunk to Baltimore added greatly te the 
laurels earned by Inspector Byrnes in his ad- 
ministration of the atliairs of the Detective 
Bureau. 

‘The capture of the murderer of Lymsa 8. 
Weeks in Brooklyn, the solving of the mystery 
surrounding the murder of an old woman in 
New-Haven, Conn., and the arrest of her mur- 
Gerer in this city, and the arrest of “‘ Jack” Tal- 
bot for blowing open a safe in Philadelphia and 
stealing $300,000 in money and bonds, are only 
a few sample cases of the many arrests made in 
the detective bureau, in whick a wonderful 
amount of skill and patience was required to 
bring them to a success{[ul issue. 

If there is one traitin the Superintendent's 
character more prominent than another it is 
his wouderiul tenacity and patience, and this is 
anu element .which has won success. No rebuff 
could make him abandon a oaee on which he 
had entered. Plan sfter plan of action, 


it wae found unouscsastul and 





new ones were adopted, and with unswerving 
patience and bulldog tenacity he would pur- 
sue clue after clue until success crowned his 
efforts. Much of his success as a detective is 
due to this trait of character and to the loyalt 
and devotion he inspired among his subordi- 
nates, and none regrets his promotion but the 
otticers of the Detective Bureaa, from whom his 
assumption of the office of Superintendent of 
Police compels him to part. 





PAKK MANAGIMENT. 
——_~—_—_— 
NO EVIDENCE TO THROW DISCREDIT ON 
SUPERINTENDENT PARSONS. 


Samuel Parsons, Jr., Superintendent of Pub- 
lic Parke, was the chief witness yesterday ve- 
fore the Commissioners of Accounts in their in- 
vestigation of the management of Central Park. 
Mr. Parsons was kept on the stand for several 
hours by Commissioner Charles G. F. Wahle, 
Jr., but he told a straightforward. story, and 
nothing was developed in his testimony to 
throw discredit on his administration. 

The first witness was Frederick Haddick, who 
formerly kept a beer garden at Fifth Avenue 
and One Hundred and Third Street. He teati- 
fied that a number of evergreen trees were 


tessed over the fence of Central Park into his 
back yard, two or three years ago, by Park em- 
ployes. He gathered them in, planted them in 
tubs, and orpameuted his beer garden with 
them. Theg lived for over a year. 

Superintendent Parsons was put on the stand. 
He said that he was a landscape architect, was 
a member of the tirm of Vaux & Co., landscape 
architects, was landscape architect to Trinity 
Church Corporation, and was a general consult- 
ing architect in landscape gardening. He re- 
ceived asalary of $4,000 from the city, $500 
from Trinity Church Corporation, and fees for 
private consultations. ‘The latter he gave only 
on Sundays and evenings. His business as 
Superintendent of Public Parks was to look 
after the maintenance of the parks aud super- 
intend and direet the constructive work author- 
ized by the Park Cowmissioners. 

Commissioner Wahie asked Mr. Parsons if he 
had been aware tbat the seed firm of J. 
Thorburn & Co. had sold Ampelopsis tricuspi- 
datas to Woolson & Co. He said that he learned 
ouly yesterday that such was the fact, and had 
never known beiore that such was the case. “I 
don’t kuow bow in the world those Ampelopsis 
tricuspidatas came to the Park from Woolson & 
Co.'s,”’ said Mr. Parsons, ‘when they could have 
been imported just as well by Thorburn & Co.”’ 
Superintendent Parsons denied that he had paid 
extravagant prices for Ampelgpsis tricuspi- 
datas to ‘Lhorvurn & Co. and Parsons & Sone 
Company. Tue Superintendent denied that 
he hadever consulted with Woolson as to the 
plants in his nurseries and those of Parsons & 
sons Company before buying plants. 

Referring to the Charge thathe had permitted 
Huss and other park gardeners to do private 
work in the time belonging to the city, Mr. Par- 
sons said that he bad suffered the gardeners to 
leave the parks only onsuch days as their 
services were not needed. He had no control 
over their movements, and had often recom- 
mended their dismissal, but was not heeded by 
the Park Commissioners. He bad never laid 
out gardens in Lenox, Mass., or elsewhere, and 
had never cheated the city out of time due from 
him to the parks. 

Commissioner Wahle questioned Mr. Parsons 
severely as to the charge that he had paiv fool- 
ish prices to J. C. Hill for trees ut Passaic, N. J., 
and had allowed park employes to help move 
Hill's trees at the expense of the city. Mr. Par- 
sous said that everything wae done with the full 
knowledge of the Park Cowmission. 

Regarding the charges that valuable plants 
had been pulled up and burned, Superintendent 
Parsons entered a denial. A lot of old plants 
trom Holland, gifts to the city, which were 
choking up the old hothouse at Mount st. Vin- 
cent, Were ovce thinned out, and the Yuccas 
which formerly monopolized the lawns of Cen- 
tral Park und proved troublesome and unpopu- 
lar met a similar fate. 

Mr. Parsons swore that he had no connection 
with or interest in the business of Woolson & 
Co., Thorburn & Co., or Parsons & Sons Compa- 
ny. The latter firm was composed of his father 
and brothers. 

The present condition of the northwestern 
portion of Central Park he ascribed to an inad- 
equate force of skilled laborers. 

Mr. Parsons told Commissioner Wahle that he 
could produce a requisition on the Park Commis- 
sion, signed by him, for the price of Hall’s trees, 
in which was certified that a park rigger and 
gardever were to oversee the removal! of the 
trees. The requisition was viséd by the Park 
Commissioners. Mr. Parsons declared also that 
he could show from the bills that in cases where 
bids were idegticali, orders had been thrown to 
Thorburn & Co. as wellas to Parsons & Sons 
Company. He was given until Monday to pro- 
duce the documents. 

To-day Property Clerk William Van Valken- 
burgh will be put on the rack. The investiga- 
tion will probably end next Tuesday.

THE DINSMORE GALLERY.

A queer out-of-date collection of paintings is 
that which Mr. Dumont Clarke, executor, has 
ordered sold for the benefit of the estate of 
William B. Dinsmore. It is in large part the 
collection of John Hoey, formeriy of the 
Adams Express Company, and represents very 
early and somewhat crude ideas in art. The 
gallery was begun when New-York was sup- 
plied with pictures from London and the work- 
shops of Britons, some of whom emigrated to 
this country and became eminent practitioners 
under the auspices of the National Academy of 
Design. 

Here are two primitive landscapes by J. F. 
Cropsey and acouple of figure pieces by J. G. 
Brown. “Springtime,” by the latter, is dated 


1865; “The First Smoke—Start and Finish,’ 
has 1867 for a date. Thereare two small samples 
of William Hart’s work about the same riod 
and a couple of little children in night-dresses 
by J. Beaufain Irving. More curious than any of 
these is the figure of a boy tishing, painted vy 
J. © Thorn. Hard, wooden lanscapes and 
marines by Boddington, William Morris, Will- 
iam Percy, and E. Hayes prove what dreadful 
pictures could be sold in New-York thirty years 
ago.

STOCK EXOHANGH CLEARING HOUSE. 

After an interval which had given them

For such action a two-thirds vote was required. 

In the next week the members of the Ex- 
change will vote on the question.

ANDREW H. GREEN’S PLAN TO SUPPLY 
A COURSE FOR HORSES. 


A letter appears below addressed by Andrew 
H. Green to the Park Board, in which he recalls 
® plan for public fair grounds proposed by him 
when serving as President of the original Board 
of Commissioners of the Central Park, when 
that body was a State appointment. The occu- 
pation of some part of the new city park lands 
in Westchester County for such a purpose, with 
a soft-earth trotting track as a feature, Mr. 
Green considers a desirable enterprise, and the 
suggestion at this time is prompted by the pub- 
lic agitation concerning the notorious proposi- 
tion to put a speedway in Central Park. Mr. 


Green says:

To = [oemnemenere of the Department of Public 
‘aria: 

GENTLEMEN: The recent agitation of the subject of 
& soit driving road in the Central Park brings again 
to mind views long since expressed, and whici I 
have intended to bring again to public attention 
wits the view of furthering what still seems to me a 
very desiravie enterprise. 

When devoting myself to the duties of the execu- 
tive of the original Board of Commissioners of the 

ntral Park, which, as you may rememver, was not 
as now a city department, bat one appointed by 
the State, the powers of whioh passed unuer the 
‘weed charter of 1870 to acity departiweut, | had 
occasion to examine and report upua divers subjects 
tueu somewhat novel, with recommendations fur the 
action of these Commissioners, and among others 
that of preparations for the advance of a great city. 

The toliowing is an extract from an early report 
made to the original Commissioners of the Parx. 

“it would be desirabie to establish, in the neigh- 
borhood of tie city, a fair ground, fur the perivdical 
puvlic exhibition of agricultural and mechanical 
products from all parts of the state aud Nauon. 1t 
could, under proper regulations, be arranged to 
serve aiso the purposes of a market for horsws, cat- 
tle, sheep, and other living animals, for use or con- 
sumption. 

“ Lhe growth of the city will, within a few year 
push the live stock markets that now adorn the Fift 
Avenue beyond the limitsorf population, and the 
facilities which itis hoped will soon be atforded by 
railroads wil. make them convenient of access if sit- 
uated either at the extreme Dortherly part of the isi- 
aud orin Westchester County. «stabiishmente of 
thie character, even if they look simply to the im- 

rovementof agricuiture, ate more wisely situated 
n the immeuiate vicinity of alarge city than in the 
country. Where one person Would visit them if sit- 
uated in the interior, thousands from the country, 
temporarily drawn to the city on business or pleas- 
ure, would count much upon the instraction aud en- 
tertainmeut to be derived irom them. Such estab- 
lishments should be planted not wo near, but in 
convenient proximity to the localities where masses 
of men congregate. 

“Within the limits of these fair grounds might 
be arrauged a course for horse exercise. There is a 
very large class of goutlemen in this city devoted w 
riding and driving, mciucing Mauy euthusiasts ou 
the subject of improving the breed of burses; the 
jarge sums of money they are willing two pay tor 
animals of peculiar points of breeding shows how 
strong is their interest in their favorite animal. By 
the census of 186U itappears that there were in 
this country, in round numvers, 7,500,000 horses. 
The services of this clase of animais to man have 
long rendered them ovjects of attention and cuiture, 
and whatever facilities can be properly turnished to 
aid = their improvement should not be lightly re- 
garded, 

* As the movement of population up town will 
soou require for other uses the roads that have for 
many years served as « race Course, some Otier pub- 
lic road will be seized on where horses Can be exer- 
cised and fast driving induiged. itis vain to argue 
against such establishmeuts from the abuses that 
may attend them. 

“ A&A course for riding and driving at a higher rate 
of speed than would ve sate on the streets and roads 
oi the city would be une eifectual Mode of prevent- 
ing dangerous driving elsewhere, but sbuuld not 
such establishments be the creations of private en- 
terprise/ lt will, I think, ou consideration, be 
fouud that the necessary expenditure ior a course of 
this character would be so consilerabie as to prevent 
ils use, except by those whose Wealth enavies them 
tv Ineet the required dues; o.hers would si.ill seek, 
on some public road, the opportunity to indulge in 
their favorite sport. 

“In the bois de Soulogne is the race course Long- 
champ, with pavilions of different classes, of gréat 
extent and fitting arrangements for the accommoda- 
tion of crowds. ‘this course, under the direction of 
the Society for Encouraging the Breed of Hurses in 
France, and under the supervision of the omcers of 
the Wood, is frequented by immense numbers of 
people, and is one of the must popular entertain- 
ments of Paris. The Ascot, Lervy, and kpsom 
courses in ingland, maintained for many years, 
show how generaland enduring is the taste for this 
class of entertainment. A piece of road, discon- 
nected for the present from the main drive, might 
be appropriated for this purpose for the next lew 
years, and until approaching population requires it 
Tor other uses. 

*Itis not, perhaps, too early to consider the ques- 
tion of purchase by the city oi a large tract of ground 
in Westchester County to be devoted to these classes 
of objects.” . 

These were suggestions of many years since. 

The proposition of acauiring land in Westchester 
County has been carried into effect, and itis now in 
order to execute the other of these recommendations, 
and your board is in the position to de much to that 
end should you deem them worthy of atiention. 

The horse population of the country is probably not 
less than 20,0V0,0U0. 

There can be uo doubt that the establishment of 
fair grounds such as is proposed would be a great 
advantage both to the city and the country. A 
thousand would visit them here where ten would 
were they placed elsewhere, and their esta Dlishment 
by the city would be a manifestation on its part of in- 
terestin the occupations of the mechanics and agri- 
culturists of the State and would be very sure to enlist 
their attention Ihe choicest animals of the whule 
country weald find their way here, as well as the 
most interesting products in all departments, for 
here is their assured market. This can and should 
be done without disturbing arrangemeuts already 
made by the State Agricultural Society for holding 
local faira iu ovther places. 1 think that society—an 
institution of long standing, of which vur public- 
spirited fellow citizen, the Hon. Orlando B. rotter, 
is the presiding officer—would cheerfully co-operate 
in the establisument and maintenance of these 
grounds, and the old-established American L[nstitute 
would doubtiess see advantages in joining in the 
movement. 

“he lands acquired by the te in Westchester 
County are the tollowing parks: Van Cortlandt of 
1,069.65 acres, Bronx of 65% acres, Pelham Bay 
Park of 1,740 acres, Crotona of 135.34 acres, st. 
Mary of 25.35 acres, Claremont of 38.5 acres, Mo- 
sholu Parkway of 8U acres, Bronx and Pelham Vark- 
ways of 9U acres, and Crotona Parkway of 12 acres, a 
total of 3,848.39 acres, ample dimensions within 
which to arrange conveniently the proposed fair 
grounds and speeding course, much of which will 
not be required for any other purposes for many 
years. The nearest of the larger of them to the 
settled portion of the city is Bronx Park. Van Cort. 
landt Park 1s situated buta few minutes’ walk from 
King’s Bridge, the access to which is the more con- 
venient by ways already existing and comfortably 
travelable, and here a course can be provided on the 
level grounds without interforing with any other use.

The cross-examination of J. Henry Work in 
the trial of tne suit vroucht against him by Col. 
Edward C. James to recover $200,000, which 
Col. James aileges that Work by fraudulent rep- 
reseutations jpduced him to invest with the 
firm of Grant & Ward, was continued yesterday 
in the Supreme Court before Judge Patterson.

Mr. Choate then undertook to find from whom 
Mr. Worse bad learned that Gen. Grant hadsaved 
something from the wreck of the firm.
